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ARIS cuts 
seruices, 
closes 
hospice

I n a move that shocked many com¬ 
munity members, AIDS Resources, 
Information, and Services of Santa 
Clara County, a major HIV/AIDS ser¬ 
vice provider in the South Bay, de¬ 
clared an economic crisis last week, 
abruptly canceling its $1.1 million in 
county contracts and shutting the 
doors to its hospice program, displac¬ 
ing six severely ill AIDS patients on 
extremely short notice. 

At a meeting on Monday, March 
17, board members unanimously 
voted to keep ARIS’ city contracts and 
to continue operations at a leaner 
level. The vote keeps ARIS’ doors 
open for now, temporarily easing 
fears that the agency might close for 
good. 

ARIS has been devastated by the 
economic downturn, executive direc¬ 
tor Barbara Galvan told the Bay Area 
Reporter , particularly since its Silicon 
Valley location gave way to a depen¬ 
dence on funding from technology- 
based companies that were hit hard 
after the boom went bust. 

“The weak economy really dam¬ 
aged our support systems, and a lot of 
the programs supported by the coun¬ 
ty required matching funds,” said Gal¬ 
van. “We were running at deficit for a 
long time and quite frankly we 
weren’t willing to put the community 
at risk by presuming we could do this 
any longer and wind up really doing 
damage.” 

But the damage has already been 
done, according to some concerned 
clients, staff, and friends of the orga¬ 
nization who say that this disaster 
could have been prevented, and who 
fear that existing city-funded pro¬ 
grams at ARIS may also be in jeop¬ 
ardy. 

“None of this needed to happen,” 
Jerry Larson, an ARIS food bank vol¬ 
unteer and former client, told the 
B.A.R. “This had been foreseen for a 
long time and the board was very in¬ 
active in doing anything about it. 
Many other HIV organizations in 
Santa Clara are surviving without 
being on the verge of destroying their 
clients’ lives.” 

Galvan acknowledged that ARIS’ 
financial crisis was “five years in the 
making,” but took issue with criticism 
that painted the agency’s recent deci¬ 
sion as reckless. . 

“There were warnings this was 
going to happen, and we talked to the 
county, which assured us that anoth¬ 
er provider would seamlessly provide 
these services to our clients,” said Gal¬ 
van, noting that ARIS’ canceled coun¬ 
ty contracts include food, housing, 
transportation, and other programs 
that are already up and running 
under Health Connections, the coun¬

Dean wows delegates 
at Democratic confab 



Former Vermont Governor Howard Dean was the talk of the 
California Democratic Party's state convention in Sacramento 
last weekend.

F ormer Vermont gover¬ 
nor and Democratic 
presidential candidate 
Howard Dean rocked the 
Sacramento Convention 
Center Saturday, March 15 
at the California Democra¬ 
tic Party convention with a 
rousing antiwar speech 
that had delegates standing 
on their feet and shouting, 
coupled with calls for 
equality for all, including 
lesbians and gays. 

Dean, a medical doctor, 
was one of several Democratic presidential 
hopefuls who addressed some 2,000 delegates, 
elected officials, and party activists who gath¬ 
ered last weekend, but his stand against the 
near certain war on Iraq drew thunderous ap¬ 
plause from the crowd, many of whom were 
waving placards reading “The doctor is in, 
Dean 2004.” 

Repeating a phrase that garnered much at¬ 
tention at a recent Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee meeting in Washington, D.C., Dean said, 
“I’m Howard Dean and I’m hear to represent 
the Democratic wing of the Democratic Party.” 

“What I want to know is why so many De¬ 
mocrats are supporting the president’s unilat¬ 
eral position on Iraq,” he said. “I want a De¬ 
mocratic Party that [will] balance the budget. 
I want an America that has health insurance 
for everybody. I want a government that gives 
us a foreign policy.” 

Directly challenging two presidential rivals 
- Senators John Kerry of Massachusetts and 
John Edwards of North Carolina - Dean said 
he doubts the party can recapture the White 
House in 2004 “if we vote with President Bush 
for a unilateral attack, then come to California 
and say we’re against the war.” 


He also chided Kerry and Edwards for 
skipping the Senate vote last week on so- 
called partial birth abortions, yet coming to 
California and saying they support a woman’s 
right to choose. The Senate voted 64-33 to 
outlaw the procedure. 

Dean spoke passionately about signing the 
Vermont civil union law nearly three years 
ago. “Gay and lesbian Vermonters have the 
same rights I have,” Dean said, referring to 
state laws that cover such things as inheritance 
and insurance. “I want the president of the 
United States to explain to us why he doesn’t 
believe all Americans are equal under the law.” 

Dean said he “never had a conversation 
with myself” over whether or not to sign the 
law, explaining that if he was “willing to sell 
out the hopes and dreams of people,” he 
would have “wasted my life in public service.” 

“I don’t want to be divided anymore by 
race. I don’t want to be divided anymore by 
sexual orientation,” Dean said.

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Trial 
ordered 
in Araujo 
murder

W hile murdered Newark transgender 
teenager Gwen Araujo’s mother 
wept, Alameda County Superior 
Court Judge Kenneth 
Mark Burr found 
Tuesday, March 18 
that there was enough 
evidence presented 
during a lengthy pre¬ 
liminary hearing to 
hold over the three 
remaining defendants 
for trial on murder 
charges in a case that 
prosecutor Connie Gwen Araujo 
Campbell described 
as a brutal, cold-blooded killing. 

Burr also upheld the prosecutor’s charge 
that the three had committed a hate crime. 
He revoked defendant Michael Magidson’s 
bail and remanded him to Santa Rita Prison 
Farm, where his two co-defendants are 
being held. Madigson had been out on $1.65 
million bail, but was jailed immediately after 
the hearing. 

“He’s the primary actor, he is a danger to 
the community,” Burr said. 

Attorneys in the case said that a trial is at 
least six months away. 

The ruling came after stop and start tes¬ 
timony by witnesses about the events of the 
night of October 3,2002, when, prosecutors 
say, four young men - Magidson, 22, Jose 
Merel, 23, Jason Cazares, 22, and Jaron 
Nabors, 19 - verbally abused, beat, tortured, 
and finally strangled the 17-year-old Araujo 
at Merel’s Newark home. Magidson, Merel, 
and Cazares have pleaded not guilty to the 
murder and hate crime Charges.

Peace march 
held on eve of war

n what may have been the last 

large peace rally before a war 

in Iraq begins, tens of thou¬ 
sands of antiwar protesters 
marched through San Francisco 
on Saturday, March 15, including 
a large contingent of LGBT ac¬ 
tivists. The event marked the 
fourth mass demonstration to 
take place in San Francisco in the 
last five months, and although less 
people attended the recent rally, 
LGBT antiwar organizers say their 
groups are still growing and re¬ 
ceiving more and more support. 

Organizers estimated that 
100,000 people attended the San 
Francisco rally, while the San 
Francisco Chronicle put the crowd 
at between 40,000 and 60,000 
people. Police declined to estimate 
the crowd size. 

“We’ve definitely become more 
broad-based,” said Kevin Weaver, 
organizer of the Out Against the 
War Coalition, a group of organi¬ 
zations such as the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club and 
LAGAI-Queer Insurrection, that 
have come together to protest the 
Bush administration’s plans for a 
war in Iraq. 

“Before, we were small but very 
active and vocal. Now it’s become 
much larger and we are even more 
active and vocal than before,” he 
said. “And when the war finally 
starts I think more people are 
going to be coming out because 
they’re going to see what’s going 
to be done in their name.” 


Additional organizations such 
as Pride at Work have decided to 
join forces with the OAWC, and 
approximately three weeks ago the 
San Francisco LGBT Pride Cele¬ 
bration Committee joined as well. 

In addition to Saturday’s rally, 
on Sunday evening OAWC partic¬ 
ipated in the first of what is 
planned to be a weekly peace vigil. 
According to Weaver, it began 
with Bishop Desmond Tutu of 
South Africa calling on the world 
to participate in a large vigil call¬ 
ing for peace. In San Francisco 
one of many such vigils was held 
at Harvey Milk Plaza, and approx¬ 
imately 200 people attended. 
OAWC has planned to hold simi¬ 
lar vigils every Saturday from 4 to 
6 p.m. at the plaza. 

Also participating in the vigils 
will be a LGBT Latino organiza¬ 
tion called Latinos Contra La 
Guerra, which is headed by Victor 
Valdiviezo, a longtime queer Lati¬ 
no activist. Valdiviezo said that his 
group would also have weekly 
protests at the 24th Street BART 
station. 

“It will be a space where the 
people can demonstrate their con¬ 
stitutional right to protest,” he 
said. “We want to create a place for 
people to go and feel comfortable 
so they know there’s a place out 
there where they can go to 
demonstrate that’s a positive ex¬ 
perience.” 

Valdiviezo recently traveled to 
Los Angeles to work on coordi¬ 
nating efforts with a Latino group 
called Latins Against the War. 
While in Los Angeles Valdiviezo 


said he witnessed many demon¬ 
strations and discovered that 
some antiwar organizers had pro¬ 
duced an Internet listing that pro¬ 
vided details about where demon¬ 
strations were planned to be held 
in more than 80 neighborhoods in 
the Los Angeles area. Valdiviezo 
hopes to be able to provide a sim¬ 
ilar resource for the Bay Area as he 
finishes developing the Web site 
for his own organization. 

Both Valdiviezo and Weaver 
expressed that the actions and 
need for their organizations have 
become even more important as 
war seems imminent, and they 
both feel the need to be there to 
support their community. 

“A lot of people are busy with a 
job or have people to take care of,” 
Weaver said, “but they want to be 
involved, so we’re there to help 
anyone in the community who 
wants to get involved. And we 
hope to keep that going, we hope 
to be a source of information and 
activism of people in the LGBT 
community not only for the war, 
but also for those who are worried 
about their civil liberties and 
where the Bush administration is 
taking us.” 

Peace activists have called on 
protesters to gather at 5 p.m. the 
day war starts at Powell and Mar¬ 
ket streets. Queer activist Tommi 
Avicolli Mecca said that an LGBT 
contingent plans to meet at that 
time at Harvey Milk Plaza, then 
proceed to the downtown gather¬ 
ing via Muni. The Friday after war 
begins, he said, queers will gather 
at the plaza between 5-6 p.m. ▼

Gay clubs unite forIRV

p n a rare show of unanimity, 
both of San Francisco’s LGBT 
Democratic clubs and most of 
its gay and lesbian political lead¬ 
ers have banded together to de¬ 
mand implementation of a 
process that will fundamentally 
alter the way San Francisco elects 
its mayor and other city officials. 

The group includes Assembly- 
man Mark Leno (D-San Francis¬ 
co), Supervisors Tom Ammiano 
and Bevan Dufty, Treasurer Susan 
Leal, politico Debra Walker, and 
about 35 other community lead¬ 
ers. 

The system, instant runoff vot¬ 
ing, was approved by the voters in 
March 2002, but has yet to be put 


in place because of problems in 
the Elections Department - and 
what its proponents say are road 
blocks put up by those who could 
stand to lose under the new sys¬ 
tem. 

And no wonder. While Super¬ 
visor Gavin Newsom is ahead in 
early polls in this years mayor’s 
race and has raised more money 
than his progressive rivals, Robert 
Haaland, president of the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club, said 
that, “I think under IRV one of the 
three left candidates, Tom Ammi¬ 
ano, Susan Leal, or Angela Alioto, 
will be our next mayor.” 

IRV proponents say that they 
fear their foes are trying to keep 
the system from getting up and 
running in time for the November 
election. 


“I may be paranoid, but I am 
worried that the mayor, who has 
endorsed Newsom, and some 
mayoral candidates are working 
behind the scenes to stop IRV 
from being implemented,” said 
Laura Spanjian, public relations 
chair of the Alice B. Toklas LGBT 
Democratic Club. “I’m sure they 
want to engage in the kind of neg¬ 
ative campaigning that a runoff 
allows and IRV doesn’t.” 

Caleb Kleppner, of the Center 
for Voting and Democracy, a non¬ 
profit that has been one of the 
main advocates of the plan, said 
that IRV minimizes negative cam¬ 
paigning.

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Dufty to hold public 
forum on Halloween

upervisor Bevan Dufty, who 
promised during his cam- 
: ■ paign last year to make 
planning for a safe Halloween a 
top priority, has announced the 
board’s City Services Committee 
will hold a public meeting on how 
to plan for this year’s holiday. 

Dufty said he hopes the meet¬ 
ing, which will take place in the 
board chambers in City Hall next 
Wednesday night, will begin the 
process for planning a safe event 
in the Castro neighborhood this 
October. During Halloween last 
year, an unruly crowd jammed 
city streets, tussled with police, 
harassed residents, bashed gays, 
and caused several people to be 
sent to area hospitals. 

“This demonstrates my ap¬ 
proach to use the forum of the 
City Services Committee to map a 
plan. This should not be an infor¬ 
mal event that kind of happens,” 
said Dufty. “Having a hundred 
thousand people coming into a 
neighborhood is not something to 
be taken lightly. And with Hal¬ 
loween falling on a Friday it is 
going to be very challenging for us 
to produce an event that is safe 
and protects the people who live 
in the neighborhood.” 

While the city for years has 
considered the annual Halloween 
event an unsanctioned, impromp¬ 
tu gathering, Castro residents have 


argued that officials need to take 
ownership of the event in order to 
prevent ever escalating violence in 
their neighborhood. Dufty said 
the forum is intended as the first 
step in having the city help allevi¬ 
ate the problems. 

“This is a way to lay the 
groundwork for Halloween,” said 
Dufty, who hopes to have the 
meeting televised on cable chan¬ 
nel 26. “It needs to be a city man¬ 
aged event. It has gone beyond 
being an impromptu happening.” 

Prior to Wednesday night’s 
meeting, Dufty said he will be 
meeting with officials from nu¬ 
merous city departments - rang¬ 
ing from police and fire to park¬ 
ing and traffic and public j^vorks - 
to hear their concerns and ideas 
about the event. He also has asked 
various community groups with 
experience planning large events, 
such as the Pride Committee, Cas¬ 
tro Street Fair officials, the orga¬ 
nizers of the March of Light, and 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
to offer suggestions of what they 
could do during Halloween. 

“I invited them all to give feed¬ 
back and step forward to say this 
is something we can do,” ex¬ 
plained Dufty. 

In the past, plans for entertain¬ 
ment or music during the evening 
have provoked concerns from 
merchants and neighbors who 
feared such elements would only 
attract a larger crowd. Those 
pushing to have music or an orga¬ 


nized event have said it would give 
the crowd something to do other 
than start fights and harass peo¬ 
ple. 

The issue of alcohol has also 
caused various suggestions to be 
put forth, with the police champi¬ 
oning the idea of making Hal¬ 
loween a dry event. Bar owners 
have complained they receive un¬ 
fair blame for underage drinkers 
who bring in their own booze and 
are reticent about any alcohol re¬ 
strictions being put in place. 

Dufty stressed that at this point 
no decisions have yet to be made 
about the event. He said every¬ 
thing will be open for discussion. 

“I want people to have an op¬ 
portunity to hear the discussion 
and give us their thoughts,” he 
said. 

The meeting also answers crit¬ 
icisms from some community 
members who complained Hal¬ 
loween was being planned behind 
closed doors and serves as a way 
for all interested parties to have a 
chance to provide input on how 
the city should plan the evening. 

“I think it is great. I think the 
more consultation and the more 
sunshine and the more communi¬ 
ty input in the future of Hal¬ 
loween the better,” said Teddy 
Witherington, executive director 
of San Francisco Pride, who raised 
concerns about Dufty participat¬ 
ing in a neighborhood meeting re¬ 
garding Halloween in January.

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Gay chorus readies 
for spring concerts

s it celebrates its 25th sea- 
- son this year, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay Men’s Chorus is 
preparing for two spring concerts, 
the first a special benefit concert 
for a local high school choir and 
the second a tribute to the songs 
of Elton John. 

Continuing a nearly 10-year 
relationship with the Varsity Gold 
Show Choir at Abraham Lincoln 
High School, the Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus will take to the stage as part of 
the school’s “Go for the Gold” 
show this month.

Pacific Center 
celebrates milestone, 
prepares for future

s legend has it, a gay bash¬ 
ing incident more than 
three decades ago at a local 
public sex site inspired a group of 
concerned gay men to create a 
support group in Berkeley, which 
soon attracted many community 
members of all genders. The 
group decided to incorporate as 
the East Bay Gay Corporation, but 
an Internal Revenue Service re¬ 
view warned organizers that the 
group’s nonprofit status would be 
revoked for promoting homosex¬ 
ual conduct. Thus, the Pacific 
Center for Human Growth was 
born, and today, the name aptly 
describes its mission and the di¬ 
versity of its offerings. 

The Pacific Center is now 30 
years old, and is the third oldest 
LGBT community center in the 
United States, providing support 
groups, information and referrals, 


counseling for individuals and 
couples, HIV services, community 
outreach, a resource center, and 
social activities all with the goal of 
promoting the well being and em¬ 
powerment of the LGBT commu¬ 
nity. 

To celebrate, interested com¬ 
munity members are invited to 
help plan a series of events in the 
making that will include a bus trip 
to California’s wine country, a 
barbecue at the center, a family 
day at Waterworld, and an an¬ 
niversary banquet. 

Tough times 

Of course, no organization can 
have such staying power without 
being able to adjust to various eco¬ 
nomic climates, and the Pacific 
Center has announced that it must 
abolish one half-time counselor 
position arid reduce one adminis¬ 
trative position to half-time. Sev¬ 
eral government grants, according 
to the Pacific Center newsletter, 


have been reduced or eliminated. 
Despite the cuts, however, the 
counseling client load will not be 
reduced, and no services will be 
cut, said CEO Frank Gurucharri, 
who also voluntarily reduced his 
salary by 20 percent in order to 
maintain the center’s programs. 

Gurucharri was making 
$52,000 a year; his new salary is 
$41,600. 

“It’s an important gesture to 
show that we’re all a team,” said 
Gurucharri of his pay cut. “Very 
often people in the leadership po¬ 
sitions don’t suffer the same con¬ 
sequences and I didn’t want to do 
that.” 

Although Gurucharri’s re¬ 
quired time on the job has also 
been reduced 20 percent, he does¬ 
n’t anticipate much of a difference 
in terms of what is required of 
him, particularly since the center 
is actually expanding in some 
areas. Thanks to some key grants

either Anthony Barnacott, 
57, nor Fred “Kirk” Van 
Dolson, 50, are into the 
leather scene. So when the two met 
at the Folsom Street Fair in 2001, 
“We were like two fish out of a 
pond, I guess,” said Barnacott. “We 
got to talking, decided we liked 
each other, and went from there.” 

Barnacott and Van Dolson will 
be taking the partnership plunge, 
along with many other couples, at 
Mayor Willie Brown’s seventh an¬ 
nual same-sex domestic partners 
commitment ceremony on Tues¬ 
day, March 25 from 5 to 7:30 p.m. 
in the City Hall Rotunda. 

Registered domestic partners 
with the City and County of San 
Francisco are invited to partici¬ 
pate in the ceremony, and a recep¬ 
tion in the South Light Court - 
featuring a cake-cutting ceremony 
and a raffle with prizes such as 
hotel stays, restaurant meals, and 
entertainment - will follow. 

For Barnacott and Van Dolson, 
the mayor’s event gives them a 
perfect opportunity to declare 
their love and “get as close to mar¬ 
riage as we can.” 


“We really feel,” said Barnacott, 
“that we’ve found the person 
we’re going to be with for the rest 
of our lives.” 

Barnacott and Van Dolson 
share a home with two cats in San 
Francisco. Attending their domes¬ 
tic partnership ceremony will be a 
lesbian couple, a gay male friend, 
and Van Dolson’s ex-wife, who 
will give him away. 

The couple signed up as do¬ 
mestic partners at both the city 
and state levels last year, and feel 
that it is important to do both, 
particularly since San Francisco is 
one of the few cities that takes 
such a pubic stand for same-sex 
relationships. 

“We wanted to make sure we’re 
recognized and counted,” said 
Barnacott. “I think it’s important 
to be involved in the city in which 
you live.” 


“I am truly proud that San 
Francisco is able to host this im¬ 
portant ceremony each year,” said 
a statement from Brown. 

The first official same-gender 
commitment ceremony was held 
in 1996, when San Francisco be¬ 
came one of first cities to allow 
same-sex couples to have an offi¬ 
cial ceremony through the county 
clerk’s office. Since then, nearly 
500 couples have participated in 
the annual event. 

Joining Brown on Tuesday will 
be members of the Board of Super¬ 
visors, city Treasurer Susan Leal, 
and Controller Ed Harrington. 

Those wishing to participate in 
the ceremony need to register as 
domestic partners with the city by 
Monday, March 24, at noon. Call

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The madness begins 


| resident Bush’s ultimatum that Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein and his 
i sons leave the country within 48 
hours or face war is set to expire only a cou¬ 
ple of hours after we go to press. We expect 
that by the time people pick up this paper, 
military action by the United States will have 
commenced, unleashing many unknowns. 
This is not a proud moment for America. A 
president who lost the popular vote and was 
put into office by the Supreme Court has 
failed miserably at diplomacy and ordered a 
not-so-secret military buildup in the Persian 
Gulf even as United Nations weapons in¬ 
spections were being conducted. There was 
never much doubt about the end result -*a 
president does not order more than 250,000 
troops into a region without expecting to use 
them in a military campaign. 

The waiting is nearly over. 

Bush’s decision to start war in Iraq with¬ 
out the support of the U.N. is a result of his 
stubbornness and impatience with diploma¬ 
cy. The hastily called summit in the Azores 
last Sunday was merely a photo op; less than 
24 hours afterwards the administration 
bluntly declared that diplomacy had ended. 
What this holds for the future of U.S. foreign 
policy is a huge question mark. This new 
policy of preemption shows our arrogance 
as a nation, that we will attack another coun¬ 
try if we so desire. That policy sets up fright¬ 
ening scenarios in our relations with other 
countries. Will we invade other nations be¬ 
cause we don’t like their leaders? Will terror¬ 
ists unleash their anger at the United States 
by launching attacks here? There has not 
been convincing evidence that Saddam Hus¬ 
sein was an imminent threat to this country. 
In fact, as the administration became more 
desperate to show cause for the war, its evi¬ 
dence actually became weaker. That’s why so 
many countries stood firm in their resolve to 
give inspections more time. 

There was never much debate in Congress 
about the need for war against Iraq. The 
House and Senate easily gave the president 
authorization to use military force. That 
many Democrats so eagerly jumped aboard 
the bandwagon is yet another example of the 
party’s inability to articulate a persuasive mes¬ 
sage against going to war - and effectively 
conveying that message to the public. At last 


weekend’s state Democratic Party convention 
in Sacramento, the war in Iraq loomed over 
virtually every other issue. It was clear that the 
Democrats who attended, while representing 
the more liberal wing of the party, were 
deeply concerned about the looming 
war. Former Vermont Governor 
Howard Dean was enthusiastical¬ 
ly received by the crowd, as we re- , 
port elsewhere in this issue, for his 
stance against the war. 

House Minority Leader Nancy 
Pelosi was one of many politicians who 
decried the president’s policies. “Presi¬ 
dent Bush proceeded in a 
manner that alienated our al¬ 
lies, antagonized the United 
Nations, and enflamed our en¬ 
emies. I do not believe that going to war 
now is the best way to disarm Iraq,” she said, 
adding that many questions remain, includ¬ 
ing the cost in human lives, the cost to the 
federal budget, the cost to the economy, and 
the cost to the war on terrorism. 

Senator Barbara Boxer was equally 
adamant. “When they say war is a last resort 


we expect them to mean it,” she said. “We 
have squandered the united world after 
9/11. A united world is crucial to national 
security at home and abroad.” 

The Reverend A1 Sharpton took issue with 
Bush’s stance on Iraq. “I sat in amazement as 
Bush talked about democracy [in Iraq]. 
He believes in voting in Baghdad but 
not voting in the Security Council.” 

Speakers unanimously offered sup¬ 
port for the troops - and we do as well. 
There surely are many gay and lesbian 
military personnel on duty overseas. 
Unfortunately, because of the homo- 
phobic “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
policy, they can’t be themselves 
and serve openly. They probably 
can’t contact their loved ones as 
easily, and if they’re suspected of being gay or 
lesbian, discharge proceedings likely await 
them upon their return home, no matter how 
ably they served in the war. That’s just wrong. 

So now we are left waiting for military 
action. President Bush got us into this mess, 
we’re not so sure he can get us out without 
lasting damage to the nation. ▼ 




Insufficient reasons for war

: e are at war. It wasn’t inevitable, 
but it also wasn’t unexpected. This 
I war has been in the works since be¬ 
fore the Gulf War ended during the first 
Bush administration, and last September, 
President George W. Bush apparently de¬ 
cided that the fight against terrorism would 
serve as a credible excuse for this war. 

From the start, the issue has never pri¬ 
marily been about fighting terrorism or dis¬ 
arming Iraq, but removing President Sad¬ 
dam Hussein from power. President Bush’s 
press secretary, Ari Fleischer, has even pub¬ 
licly suggested a “one-bullet policy” (i.e. as¬ 
sassination) as a means for resolving the 
matter, and to this day, regime change is seen 
as more important than disarmament. In¬ 
deed, while United Nations weapons inspec¬ 
tions would eventually disarm Iraq (and 
contain it in the meantime), it would not re¬ 
sult in regime change, and this path was 
abandoned when it began showing progress. 

No one disagrees that President Hussein 
is a brutal dictator, and that he had weapons 
of mass destruction. The sad joke in the U.S. 
intelligence community is that we are ab¬ 
solutely certain that he has chemical and bi¬ 
ological weapons, because we kept all the 
sales receipts. 

What the vast majority of the world and 
its leaders do agree upon is that weapons in¬ 
spections should be given a fair chance to 
work and that the Bush administration has 
not made the case of an imminent threat to 
the U.S. that would justify the preemptive* 
removal of another head of state by force, 
even a bad apple like Saddam Hussein. After 
over six months of pronouncements of 
proof, the administration’s case is actually 


weaker, with evidence often proving to be 
blatantly false, contradicted, or unreliable, 
and with what high-ranking U.S. diplomats 
and respected intelligence veterans are de¬ 
crying as the “systematic manipulation of 
intelligence.” Further, the nations involved 
in this debate are not anti-American or un¬ 
familiar with the threat of terrorism. Most 
are our close allies, especially in the war 
against terrorism, and many have been deal¬ 
ing with terrorists on their own home soil 
for decades. They have seen the evi 
dence, but found it not sufficient to 
justify going to war at this time. 

This war, without the support of 
the U.N., will profoundly under¬ 
mine the whole system of interna¬ 
tional law and shared values on 
which the United States and the 
whole world rely, and will 
fundamentally under¬ 
mine U.S. credibility as a 
fair player and/or arbiter 
in world affairs. It will greatly increase glob¬ 
al instability by legitimizing lawless actions 
by other nations, individuals, and corpora¬ 
tions. For many people, the humanitarian 
reasons alone are enough to oppose this 
war, but the carnage of this war will likely 
be multiplied a dozen times over as a result 
of the breakdown of respect for interna¬ 
tional law. For all these reasons, I oppose it. 

Since we are at war, should we rally be¬ 
hind the president and support our military 
men and women fighting this war? No and 
yes, in that order. I support our troops 
wholeheartedly; the military was my family 
and my home for nine years of my life. I 
protest this war in part because I do not 
wish them (or Iraqis) to die unnecessarily. I 
understand that many military personnel 
are willing to die for our country, and are 



anxious and tired of waiting. Still, they are 
also intimately familiar with the saying, 
“Hurry up and wait.” Waiting comes with 
the job, but then so do body bags. Given the 
choice, I’m sure they’d much prefer to wait, 
if war can be prevented or stopped. 

I also protest this war because military 
personnel are bound to be silent on policy 
matters and are themselves unable to protest 
the war. While many do believe this war is 
necessary and just, I personally know sev¬ 
eral who believe neither. At best, they see 
this war as a reckless use of force. At worst, 
it is seen as a vendetta by a spoiled son with 
the biggest gun on the block, with 
themselves as the bullets. Mili- 
4 tary personnel who are for this 
‘ ** ' war have members of the Bush 
administration advocating their 
reasons for it. Those who 
disagree have no such 
voice, and rely on friends 
and family in the civilian 
world to speak their conscience. 

I support our troops. I pray that casual¬ 
ties are minimal - on all sides - and that 
there will be a quick resolution of hostilities. 
Still, I will protest this war. The conse¬ 
quences of international stability from the 
actions of any rogue state go far beyond the 
instant conflict. I will work to bring the 
United States back into the community of 
nations. I will pray for peace, but I will also 
protest, and I will vote. What will you do? ▼

Putting out fire with gasoline 

While the cloak and dagger members of our ad¬ 
ministration were heralding the capture of al Qaeda 
chief Khalid Shaik Mohammed in Pakistan, the Israeli 
army entered another Palestinian refugee camp with 
tanks, bulldozers, and explosives razing more homes 
in the search for suspected members of Hamas.

Life under the big top

might refer to myself as a “Big 

Tent” transgendered woman. 

This would have very little 
to do with my dress size: it’s a term 
that comes out of politics, offering 
the belief that one can have 
enough room in a platform for 
people of just about all view¬ 
points. 

You see, I think that there is 
room for a large, diverse transgen¬ 
der community, one that can 
build bridges wherever there is a 
common ground. I just love the 
idea of a community where every¬ 
one can find a place. 

Part of that probably comes 
out of my own experience, having 
been a young transperson once, 
trying to find out where I fit in the 
world of transgenderism, only to 
find that there were only two 
choices being presented at the 
local support groups, and nei¬ 
ther fit all that well. 

1 could be a cross-dress¬ 
er, which to this group, was 
the de facto standard, or 
I could be a transsexual, 
which had any number 
of absolute re¬ 
quirements. 

You had to 
be pretty, you 
had to be feminine, and you had 
to be straight (that is, like men). I 
didn’t fit at least one of those cat¬ 
egories, yet I also didn’t fit the 
norms or cross-dressing. That in¬ 
volved being straight (that is, like 
women) and being inordinately 
interested in feminine attire. 

You will note, of course, that 
none of the above were ever being 
applied to female-to-males in any 
way. To this group, you may as 
well have been discussing extra 
terrestrials to talk of FTMs. 

At any rate, there was no room 
for being in some other space, or 
even for questioning where you 
might fit. The day I suggested I 
might actually be transsexual was 
the last day I attended that group: 
I was told in no uncertain terms 
that I could not be a transsexual. 

Had I thought of it, I might 
have replied with, “My body is not 
a democracy: you don’t get a 
vote.” 

I would have rather been given 
the option to explore and - should 
I have decided that was not the 
path for me - been welcomed to 
look for other answers. 

It was around that same time 
that I first heard the term “trans¬ 
gender.” That opened up any num¬ 
ber of possibilities, especially when 
a friend defined it as referring to 
“transgressing” gender. I took it in 


a slightly different track, defining 
it as “transcending” gender. 

I actually went a little longer 
on that, saying something like, 
“transcending the gender one was 
assigned at birth.” A decade later, 
and I still am fond of the sound of 
that. 

I especially like - you 
guessed it - the largeness 
of it. The more rigid the 
gender definition is, the 
easier it is to pass beyond 
the limits of it. 

One can 
sculpt the body 
with the scalpel 
and the hor¬ 
mone, change one’s legal gender, 
and live life beyond the bounds of 
whatever gender category you were 
put in at birth. But if a gender is de¬ 
fined far more rigidly - a man 
should never have long hair or an 
earring, or a woman should be 
fond of makeup and cross their legs 
“just so” - then it becomes far easi¬ 
er to surpass those gender norms. 

I’ve even talked before in this 
column on how the very act of liv¬ 
ing with someone of the same 
birth gender as you can be seen as 
an act that transcends gender. 
Why, you could be soaking your 
nails in transgender right now! 

That’s the big tent. 

We can all find a commonalty 
in this, from the gender queer who 
is pushing every ever-living 
boundary of gender that is out 
there waiting to be pushed to folks 
who might otherwise be mistaken 
for being as dry as toast when it 
comes to transgender. One could 
take it so far that those who are 
not transcending gender in some 
way are nearly unique. 

That is not without its prob¬ 
lems, however. In a broad defini¬ 
tion, it does become far harder to 
get action done. You end up bog¬ 
ging down in a set of rapidly di¬ 
verse needs and desires. More 
than this, there are more than a 
few people who would not want 


to be under such a big tent. The 
man who happens to have one ear 
pierced may not want to stand 
arm in arm with someone far 
more involved with transcending 
gender norms. Even some factions 
of the more established transgen¬ 
der community may be uncom¬ 
fortable - even hostile - to other 
portions. Never mind the long 
standing schisms between some in 
the larger gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity and some amongst the 
transgender spectrum. 

Some simply prefer to define 
themselves as what they are not, 
rather then trying to look at what 
they are, or attempting to look for 
what they may have in common 
with others. That sort of philoso¬ 
phy just seems limiting to me: the 
more you cut away, the less you 
are left with. 

So maybe it is a need to focus 
on the big picture. It is a small part 
of why I focus so much of my en¬ 
ergy on issues of antitransgender 
violence and murder. This is an 
issue that has taken the lives of all 
stripes of transgendered people, as 
well as folks who would not them¬ 
selves identify with the term, but 
were still judged as outside their 
gender norms. 

There are other battles, such as 
equal rights in housing or em¬ 
ployment. If rights are secured for 
someone pushing hard at the 
boundaries of gender, then it be¬ 
comes that much easier for some¬ 
one only slightly edging against a 
gender norm to be secure in the 
workplace. 

It’s the big tent, and there are 
issues under the big top that affect 
every member of this three-ring 
circus. ▼

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State doesn’t need 
recall vote on Davis

o one would disagree that 
California Governor Gray 
Davis is a pretty unpopular 
guy these days. Indeed, the Demo¬ 
cratic governor wasn’t much more 
popular back in November when 
he barely won re-election despite 
spending more then $30 million 
and having the benefit of an inept, 
right-wing, unqualified Republi¬ 
can opponent. And that was before 
Davis announced his budget-cut¬ 
ting plans that cut deeply into pub¬ 
lic schools, state medical plans, and 
local municipal services, in partic¬ 
ular reducing millions of state 
money to San Francisco County.

Despite Davis’s sagging popu¬ 
larity, however, he was re-elected 
and is entitled to serve out his 
four-year term. I see the current 
effort to recall him as not only a 
waste of money and energy, but 
also a devious scheme for Califor¬ 
nia Republicans to have yet anoth¬ 
er chance at winning the gover¬ 
nor’s office. Instead of letting Cal¬ 
ifornia lawmakers and residents 
focus on getting the state out of its 
historic budget crisis, disgruntled 
Republicans, led by Ted Costa, a 
conservative Davis-hater from Cit¬ 
rus Heights, are attempting to gar¬ 
ner 900,000 signatures to put a re¬ 
call of Davis on the ballot. 

Davis might not be the most 
popular politician in the state, but 
he did win re-election only a few 
months ago and the recall effort is 
nothing more than a political mis¬ 
use of the state’s recall process, 
which is designed to give voters a 
recourse to remove a politician 
whose malfeasance justified such 
removal. That is surely not the case 
with Davis. Disappointed Repub¬ 
licans and some Green Party 
members have already had their 
shot at Davis and they lost; the 
GOP couldn’t even hold the lone 
statewide constitutional office they 
held before last fall’s elections. 

Costa and his Republican co¬ 
horts would do well by helping 
solve the state’s budget mess, a 
problem that will require some bi¬ 
partisan cooperation, rather than 
the recall attempt - a wasteful and 
deceitful way of getting yet anoth¬ 
er shot at electing a Republican 
governor via an undeserved and 
nonproductive political ploy on 
the November ballot. 

Politics and people 

California Democrats met at 
their convention this past weekend 


in Sacramento to hear a parade of 
presidential wannabes [Senator 
Joe Lieberman (Connecticut) 
and Representative Richard 
Gephardt (Missouri) had “other 
commitments”] and Senator John 
Kerry (Massachusetts) seems to 
be somewhat of a front-runner at 
the moment. California Republi¬ 
cans, meanwhile, spent the time 
announcing they had found the 
party’s highest-ranking elected 
state officeholder. The state GOP 
was shut out in statewide races last 
November, so that leaves Claude 
Parrish, who represents parts of 
Southern California on the state 
Board of Equalization, as the top 
elected Republican. Each of the 
four elected members (the state 
controller automatically be¬ 
comes the fifth member) 
represents 9 million resi¬ 
dents and is technically 
considered a “constitu¬ 
tional officer.” 

Representative 
Barney Frank (D- 
Massachusetts) has 
formally en¬ 
dorsed his fel¬ 
low Bay State 
Democrat, 

Senator John Kerry, for president 
and there is plenty of early talk 
back east that Frank could well be¬ 
come the nation’s first openly gay 
elected U.S. senator. 

When Supervisor Bevan Dufty 
was in Washington last week with 
other supes attending the Ameri¬ 
can Public Transit Association leg¬ 
islative conference trying to round 
up some federal money for Muni, 
some of Dufty’s friends and col¬ 
leagues from the days he worked 
on Capitol Hill threw a party for 
him to celebrate his being elected 
supervisor. More than 100 of the 
supe’s friends showed up, includ¬ 
ing six Democratic House mem¬ 
bers. During a meeting with House 
Democratic leader Nancy Pelosi 
(D-San Francisco), Dufty, who still 
has plenty of clout from working 
15 years in D.C., discovered what a 
small town the nation’s capital is: “I 
had worked with Pelosi’s two top 
staffers, George Crawford and 
George Kudanis during my Hill 
days and Rep. Pelosi’s press secre¬ 
tary, Brendan Daly, was once 
spokesperson to openly gay Con¬ 
gressman Garry Studds,” Dufty 
said. 

Philip Atkinson, 20, of San 

Francisco, was sentenced last week 
to felony probation for three years 
and was ordered to enroll in anger 
management and sensitivity train¬ 
ing for vandalizing the National 
AIDS Memorial Grove in Golden 
Gate Park last year. Atkinson 
pleaded guilty to a felony count of 
malicious mischief and no contest 
to a hate crime after spray-paint¬ 
ing antigay graffiti on the memor¬ 
ial last June; he must also complete 
150 hours of community service, 
clean the memorial eight times a 
year, and write a letter of apology 
to the custodians of the memorial. 

Secretary of State Kevin Shel¬ 
ley is calling for an investigation 
by the state’s Fair Political Prac¬ 
tices Commission into nearly $1 
million in hidden campaign do¬ 
nations from a Los Angeles insur¬ 
ance company to the state Repub¬ 
lican Party and county GOP com¬ 
mittees in the closing days of last 
November’s election. The state 
GOP picked up a couple of As¬ 
sembly seats and one state Senate 
seat. Half a dozen Republican can¬ 
didates who received the money 


won their races. 

Damn, there goes the planned 
house on Fire Island: A jury’s re¬ 
cent award of $11.7 million to 
Charles Bell, a former hotel 
manager who allegedly was fired 
by controversial hotel owner 
Leona Helmsley because he is 
gay, was reduced last week to 
$554,000 by a New York State 
Supreme Court justice. 

A judge in Newton, New Jersey 
ruled last week that two lesbians 
can be listed on the birth certifi¬ 
cate of the baby they’re expecting 
in May. Officials said it was the 
first time in the state that two 
women who have links with a 
fetus tried to get on the birth cer¬ 
tificate; one woman is carrying the 
child and her partner pro¬ 
vided the egg. 

One of my long¬ 
time media friends, 
columnist Warren 
Hinckle, writes in 
the Independent That 
he thinks District At¬ 
torney Terence Halli- 
nan can still be 
re-elected in 
November de¬ 
spite his “mo¬ 
mentarily embarrassing grand 
jury imbroglio,” but I know a few 
Hall of Justice watchers who 
would place money on that one, 
Warren (Kamala Harris looking 
better everyday). 

Incidentally, this Gavin New¬ 
som Susan Leal-Angela Alioto 
Tom Ammiano race for mayor is 
already getting pretty interesting, 
isn’t it? 

Then there’s Jim Reid, who 
keeps insisting that for some rea¬ 
son I “owe” him an apology. Yeah, 
I got the message Mr. Reid, but 
don’t try holding your breath until 
I apologize for anything. 

Singer/actress Rita Moreno 
will entertain at a fundraiser for 
California Alliance for Pride and 
Equality in Oakland on April 8; 
CAPE does great work and since 
its founding in 1998, has helped 
lead California from a state with 
virtually no civil rights protec¬ 
tions for its LGBT citizens to a 
state with some of the strongest 
civil rights for LGBTs in the coun¬ 
try (call Michael Colbruno @ 
510-835-5900 for tix and info). 

More celeb news: Hollywood 
director and key Democratic ac¬ 
tivist Rob Reiner last week en¬ 
dorsed former Vermont Governor 
Howard Dean for president. 
Reiner and fellow actor Martin 
Sheen made it clear that Dean’s 
active opposition to an American- 
led war on Iraq earned their sup¬ 
port as well as that o.f others in 
Hollywood, a place that has be¬ 
come an all-important source of 
cash for the Democratic Party. 

In Massachusetts, a group of 
state lawmakers is trying to ban 
same-sex marriages with a consti¬ 
tutional amendment, a move that 
would trump any effort by the 
state’s highest court to allow the 
marriages. The court, the 
Supreme Judicial Court, agreed 
last week to decide the issue. 
Speaker Thomas Finneran, a De¬ 
mocrat, said that if the court 
found a legal right for gays to 
marry, he would support an 
amendment defining marriage as 
the union of a man and a woman.

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Police Commission starts 
investigation process

■■he San Francisco Police Commission on Tuesday, March 18, 
I unanimously approved a motion to have Deputy Chief Heather 
I Fong develop a list of potential outside individuals to investi¬ 
gate a street brawl involving three off-duty cops and the depart¬ 
ment’s subsequent handling of the matter. 

The November 20,2002 incident on Union Street involving three 
rookie officers has spiraled out of control as they and several high- 
ranking officers were indicted by a San Francisco grand jury last 
month. The off-duty officers - Alex Fagan Jr., Matthew Tonsing, and 
David Lee - were indicted on assault charges. Top department per¬ 
sonnel were indicted on obstruction of justice charges stemming from 
the department’s handling of the matter. All the officers have pleaded 
not guilty to the charges. Indictments against Chief Earl Sanders and 
Alex Fagan Sr. were dropped last week by District Attorney Terence 
Hallinan. Sanders remains out on paid medical leave; Fagan Sr. re¬ 
turned to work on March 12 and is now acting police chief. 

Under the motion approved by commissioners Tuesday, Fong 
will also come up with a budget for the outside investigation. 

“I think it’s a good idea. It’s the way to go,” Police Commission¬ 
er Wayne Friday told the Bay Area Reporter. Friday, who writes a po¬ 
litical column for the newspaper, declined to comment further, ex¬ 
cept to say that he has every confidence in Fong’s ability to develop 
the list of outsiders. T

untary manslaughter midway 
through the proceedings and testi¬ 
fied against his former friends in ex¬ 
change for an 11-year prison term. 

Witnesses said that Merel and 
Magidson talked of having had 


sex with Araujo and acted out of 
rage at being deceived when they 
discovered that Araujo, whom 
they thought was a girl, was bio¬ 
logically male. 

“I can’t be gay, I can’t be fuck¬ 
ing gay,” Merel reportedly said be¬ 
fore he began the approximately 
two-hour series of beatings and 
abuse that ended in Araujo’s 


death. According to prosecutors, 
the night ended in a trip by the 
four - in Magidson’s pickup truck 
with Araujo’s body in the bed - to 
a remote campground in the Sier¬ 
ra, where they buried her in a two- 
foot deep rocky grave. 

The defendants face terms of 
29 years to life in state prison, in¬ 
cluding the hate crime enhance- 
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ment, if convicted. 

In the last days of the hearing, 
Nabors was cross-examined by de¬ 
fense attorneys who tried to point 
out inconsistencies in his testimony. 

In his original statements to 
police Nabors had not mentioned 
Cazares’s involvement at all, want¬ 
ing, he said, “as few people to go 
down as possible.” 

The first time he mentioned 
Cazares’s alleged role was in a let¬ 
ter from the Santa Rita Prison 
Farm to his girlfriend - in which 
he tried to establish his own inno¬ 
cence in the events. 

“I never laid a hand on that stu¬ 
pid, lying, manipulating, drug-ad¬ 
dicted son of a bitch,” Nabors wrote. 

Nabors also admitted that his 
initial statements to police had 
contained many lies. In an Octo¬ 
ber 10 interview with police, be¬ 
fore he led them to the body on 
October 17, Nabors had said, 
“Where’s Lida? I don’t know. 
God’s honest truth. I don’t know. 
I’d take a polygraph.” 

Araujo was born Edward, often 
called herself Gwen, but was 
known to the alleged murderers 
only as a girl named Lida. 

“You’re pretty articulate, you 
bring God into it. That makes you 
a successful liar,” Serra jabbed at 
Nabors while he was on the wit¬ 
ness stand. 

“When I was agnostic, yes,” 
Nabors said. 

At the hearing, Nabors admit¬ 
ted to lying in the letter and said 
that he had made up portions of 
the explanation to his girlfriend, 
even while saying, “I’ve accepted 
Jesus Christ as my savior,” after he 
was imprisoned. 

“You were seeking to deceive 
her, while you were saying you’d 
found the Lord?” Serra insisted. 

“That’s about as bad as you can 
make it sound,” Nabors responded. 

Nabor’s testimony is also at 
odds with that of another witness, 
Nicole Brown, who was present in 
the house before the murder. She 
said that Magidson and Cazares 
had, in the midst of the beating, 
gone to get shovels from Cazares’s 
parents’ home - with the plan of 
burying Araujo’s body. Nabors said 
it was he and Cazares who went. 

Nabors provided details of 
how the two used cigarette lighters 
to light up the garden shed at 
Cazares’s house where they got the 


shovels, and a prefiguring of 
events to come. 

While on the short drive to 
Cazares’s house Nabors claimed 
Cazares said, “They’re going to kill 
her.” 

In Nabor’s cross-examination, 
new details of the killing emerged. 

He revealed a conversation that 
he and Cazares had in the truck on 
the way back from burying Araujo. 

“Jason told me that Lida had 
offered him a couple grand to get 
her out of the house,” Nabors said 
from the stand. “He didn’t say if 
he said yes or no, but obviously 
the answer was no.” 

He said that plaintive offer and 
the plea, “Please, I’ve got a family,” 
were the only words Araujo spoke 
after being revealed as biological¬ 
ly male. 

He also said that Araujo was, 
after being beaten, made to sit on 
the sofa of the Merel house and 
obey orders. 

“Put your hands on your nuts,” 
Nabors said one of the group said. 
Under questioning from Serra, 
Nabors added, “It was just a com¬ 
mand she was given. It was a 
derogatory thing.” 

Nabors testified that Cazares had 
attempted to stop the murder three 
times, twice while Magidson was al¬ 
legedly choking Araujo, shouting, 
“No, no, no, dude, I’m going to sock 
you if you don’t let go.” 

At a break in the testimony, 
Araujo’s mother, Sylvia Guerrero, 
who had sat through most of the 
proceedings, said that regardless 
of what defense Cazares may 
mount alleging that he tried to 
stop the murder, he is still guilty. 

“No one in that house saved 
Gwen,” Guerrero said. “No one 
called 911. Trying is one thing. 
Doing is another.” 

Nabors said that he was not 
acting out of homophobia, but 
out of revenge for being deceived 
by the transgender teen. 

“You’re not homophobic, are 
you?” Serra asked him. 

“No,” Nabors responded, and 
then, later in the cross-examination, 
revealed another detail from the trip 
back from burying the body. 

He said that Merel had tried to 
comfort Magidson, while riding in 
the truck back to Newark. 

“Don’t worry,” Nabors claimed 
Merel said. “We’re not gay dude, 
we didn’t know.” ▼ 
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Michael Savage 
talks with the B.A.R.

ichael Savage didn’t know 
what to think when a les¬ 
bian cop pulled him over 
in San Francisco earlier this 
month. 

The conservative radio talk 
show host - the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation’s 
public enemy number one - was 
on a shoot for his new MSNBC 
show. 

The officer didn’t flag Savage 
down to give him a ticket, but to 
ask him to autograph her copy of 
his best-selling book, The Savage 
Nation. The cop had it with her. 

“She said I really back you. We 
love you,” Savage told the Bay Area 
Reporter. Noting the irony of 
being stopped in the street by a 
lesbian fan, Savage rhetorically 
asked her: “Why don’t you tell 
someone that?” 

Savage since hired the officer to 
be his bodyguard for the show and 
used the footage of her pulling 
him over in the show’s opening. 

Savage’s book has topped the 
New York Times bestseller list five 
times since it was published in 
January. This week, it’s the second 
best seller., ironically just behind a 
book by ultra liberal Michael 
Moore. 

Savage’s San Francisco-based 
radio program is heard on more 
than 300 radio stations. The 
Boston Globe called him “arguably 
the media’s hottest commodity.” 
His hourlong MSNBC Saturday 
afternoon show debuted to mixed 
reviews two weeks ago. 

Savage is under fire not only 
from GLAAD but from the 
Human Rights Campaign and 
from women’s rights organiza¬ 
tions for what the groups allege 
are his antigay and anti-women 
comments. 

In an exclusive LGBT media 
interview with B.A.R. last week, 
Savage told his side of the story. 

The talk show host insisted he’s 
not antigay and plans to vigorous¬ 
ly fight plans by activists to yank 
his MSNBC show off the air. He 
said he’s not afraid of the threat. 

“They’ll never force me off the 
air because for every advertiser 
they may pick off, there are sever¬ 
al in the wings that want to be on 
my show,” he said. “And secondly, 
they are violating the law, and I 
have to leave that for my lawyer. 
It’s not the 1960s, where groups 
have simply said we’re going to 
boycott. The laws have changed in 
over 30 years. There’s been a more 
sophisticated view of what this re¬ 
ally means, when you start inter¬ 
fering with trade. 

“There is a big difference be¬ 
tween disliking someone than 
voicing that opposition and tar¬ 
geting their business. I hate to 
make this analogy, but I will. 
When the Nazi’s didn’t like Jews in 
Germany, they went around and 
wrote ‘Jude’ on their stores and 
told people not to buy in the Jew¬ 
ish store. Don’t they understand 
that they are doing the same thing 
to me? I don’t know how the gay 
community can permit this.” 

‘Amazingly homophobic’ 

One of Savage’s most vocal 
critics, popular liberal radio talk 
show host Bernie Ward, believes 
the gay community has been too 
easy on Savage. Ward is a frequent 
guest pundit on a number of na¬ 
tional cable TV shows and hosts

his own show on KGO. 

Ward calls Savage “amazingly 
homophobic” and questions why 
the gay community hasn’t come 
out as strongly against Savage as it 
did against radio talk show host 
Dr. Laura Schlessinger when she 
began her TV talk show. 

“Is the gay community misog- 
ynistic?” Ward asked his radio au¬ 
dience. “How come there hasn’t 
been a similar move against Wein¬ 
er? He makes Dr. Laura look like 
Rebecca of Sunnybrook Farms.” 

Ward most often refers to Sav¬ 
age as “The Weiner,” a reference to 
Savage’s pre-radio name, Michael 
Weiner. Ward added that he thinks 
Savage is a hypocrite for demand¬ 
ing his right to free speech while 
trying to silence activists who are 
pressuring MSNBC to drop his 
show. 

“Bullshit,” Savage responded. 
“When have I targeted people and 
their advertisers? Tell me when 
I’ve done that. Look, Bernie 
Ward’s a fat failure in radio and 
he’s just jealous of my success. 
Everyone knows that but you 
would think that a guy in the same 
business would understand that 
by supporting this, he could be 
next.” 

Savage insisted that bringing 
legal action against GLAAD and 
other groups trying to get his 
MSNBC off the air is strictly a de¬ 
fensive move. 

“Who threw the first stone?” 
Savage said. “They went after my 
advertisers. Where’s the hypocrisy 
in defending yourself against that 
kind of slanderous assault upon 
your business?” 

GLAAD’s news media director, 
Cathy Renna, suggested in a press 
release that Savage’s hyperbolic 
comments against GLAAD on his 
radio show were “the product of a 
seriously disturbed individual.” 

Wrote Renna: “After listening 
to his outbursts, I can’t imagine 
why anyone at a respectable news 
network would offer a program to 
someone like that.” 

Gay-friendly show? 

Savage insists he’s not antigay 
and that his show is gay-friendly. 
He noted that he was one of the 
few commentators after 9/11 that 
consistently and repeatedly 
echoed that the terrorists and the 
Taliban regime that harbored 
them were homophobic. 

“They were violently antigay,” 
he explained. 

“They collapsed walls on ho¬ 
mosexuals,” Savage again remind¬ 
ed viewers of his MSNBC show 
last weekend. 

Savage believes that for the 


most part his gay supporters, like 
his lesbian cop fan, have been 
largely hidden by the media. 

“I think that this is typical of 
minority communities in gener¬ 
al,” Savage said. “I have a lot of 
black fans. But they’re never heard 
from. The media never shows 
them. I know I have a lot of His¬ 
panic fans but they’re never heard 
from either. There is an orienta¬ 
tion in the media that is very left¬ 
ist and if anyone in the minority 
community doesn’t reflect that 
bias, they’re persona non grata or 
disappear. That’s the way it 
works.” 

After the assassination of 
Dutch politician Pirn Fortuyn, 
Savage chastised the mainstream 
press on his radio show for virtu¬ 
ally ignoring the fact that Fortuyn 
was gay. 

“He was gay and he was also 
anti-illegal immigration and it 
didn’t work for the media because 
there was no two-legged bad, 
four-legged good, in other words, 
they couldn’t turn it into a simple 
agenda-driven story. It was a more 
complicated story. He was a right- 
wing gay man and because he was 
a right-wing gay man he sudden¬ 
ly wasn’t even gay. If you know 
what I mean.” 

Savage said the media also 
doesn’t take into account tjiat his 
persona attracts gay listeners. 

“Here’s my analysis, from a 
hetero’s point of view, the gay 
community is a community that 
likes wit, humor, fast minds, - 
okay, this is my bias, maybe I’m 
wrong - is easily bored, and is very 
cynical. And I represent all of 
them. I’m just like that mentally.” 

Savage told the B.A.R. that one 
of his favorite radio show guests 
was columnist Camille Paglia 
whom Savage calls his “favorite 
lesbian.” 

“I loved her,” Savage explained. 
“Why? Because she was bright, 
very quick witted, and wasn’t 
stuck with a typical left-wing 
agenda.” 

Savage uses the term “perverts” 
often in his book and talk show. 
When asked if he considered gays 
perverts, he responded: “I use the 
word perverts in a much more 
generic way. I mean the people 
who’ve perverted the Constitu¬ 
tion. When I say the perverts in 
the ACLU, I mean those who have 
perverted the whole meaning of 
liberty and whole meaning of 
freedom and the whole meaning 
of law. “ 

When asked whether someone 
can be gay and not perverted Sav¬ 
age answered: “I think the correct 
term would be deviant. And that’s 
the statistical term that refers to 
the norm.... And I’m not going to 
sit here and prejudge an entire 
community. I don’t know what 
people do. But I do know that 
there are groups that pervert the 
Constitution. And I believe the 
radical left does it all the time, the 
ACLU.” 

Arguably Savage’s most in¬ 
flammatory quote was that the 
“gay and lesbian Mafia wants our 
children.” When asked by B.A.R. if 
he believed that gays recruit chil¬ 
dren, Savage responded: “I think 
that some do, I think that most 
don’t. I think there’s militancy 
within all minority groups. And a 
militancy within all groups. I 
think there’s a militant faction 
within the gay community that 
you see with GLAAD that has tar-

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Lawyers optimistic as Texas sodomy 
case nears hearing before high court

G ay and lesbian leaders are 
optimistic that the U.S. 
Supreme Court will strike 
down the Texas same-sex sodomy 
law before it adjourns for the 
summer. That assessment came in 
a telephone briefing for reporters 
on March 13, in preparation for 
oral arguments in the case that 
will be held on March 26. 

“It’s a good time for us to get 
another positive ruling [on a gay 
issue] and shore up the Romer 
case” that struck down Colorado’s 
antigay Amendment 2 in 1996, 
said Ruth Harlow. She is legal di¬ 
rector of Lambda Legal Defense & 
Education Fund, the gay advoca¬ 
cy group that has brought forward 
the case known as Lawrence v. 
Texas. 

“I don’t believe that the court 
can make the same mistake that it 


did in Bowers [v. Hardwick]”, she 
said. In that notorious 1986 deci¬ 
sion, the court ruled 5-4 that con¬ 
senting adults have no constitu¬ 
tional right to private homosexu¬ 
al conduct. 

Thus the court ruled that states 
may enact sodomy laws. Harlow 
believes the court will reverse that 
decision. 

This is likely to be the last gay 
case before the court before one or 
possibly several of its members are 
replaced through retirement or 
death. Some observers fear that 
justices appointed by President 
Bush might be less sympathetic to 
gay issues. 

The Texas case began in 1998 
when police, responding to what 
ultimately turned out to be a false 
“weapons disturbance” report by a 
neighbor, entered the apartment of 
John G. Lawrence in the Houston 
suburbs. They didn’t find any 
weapons but they did observe 
Lawrence and Tyron Garner en¬ 
gaging in sex. The pair were arrest¬ 
ed for violating the state law that 
.prohibits sodomy between mem¬ 
bers of the same sex, but not be¬ 
tween people of the opposite sex. 
They were held overnight in jail, 
convicted, and each fined $200. 

The case rattled around the 
Texas legal system. A panel of 
judges on the Texas Court of Ap¬ 
peals declared the law unconstitu¬ 
tional on grounds of equal pro¬ 
tection and privacy, but the full 
court reversed that on a vote of 7-

2. They ruled that the law “ad¬ 
vances a legitimate state interest, 
namely preserving public morals.” 
The court at the next level of ap¬ 
peals eventually'declined to accept 
the case. 

Harlow said they are pursuing 
two basic arguments before the 
U.S. Supreme Court. The first is 
the liberty or right to privacy ar¬ 
gument, simply that “the govern¬ 
ment does not belong in anyone’s 
bedroom” in matters between 
consenting adults. 

Second is the equal protection 
argument. The Texas law prohibits 
same-sex but not opposite sex 
sodomy. In its briefs, Texas has ar- 
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gued that it is trying to regulate all 
sexual practices outside of mar¬ 
riage, to protect marriage. Lamb¬ 
da can find no rational basis for 
such government intervention. 

The more pernicious aspect of 
the remaining sodomy laws is not 
that gays and lesbians are being 
rounded up and prosecuted in 
large number - they are not; pros¬ 
ecutions are rare - but that it crim¬ 
inalizes a class of people presumed 
to engage in such practices. That in 
turn is used to deny gays equal jus¬ 
tice in a spectrum of areas from 
family law to employment. 

Harlow said that states “gradu¬ 
ally, over time, have abandoned ef¬ 
forts to be overtly homophobic.” 
As Lambda has argued in its 
briefs, beginning in 1961, more 
than half the state legislatures 
have repealed their sodomy laws: 
state courts have struck down an¬ 
other 11; and only 13 states still 
have sodomy laws on the books. 
The movement has all been in one 
direction. 

Michael Adams, Lambda’s di¬ 
rector of education and public af¬ 
fairs, said that some of the state 


court decisions, based upon state 
constitutions, “have been especial¬ 
ly sweeping.” The most recent de¬ 
cision, in Arkansas in 2002, de¬ 
fined the right to privacy with that 
state document for the first time, 
for all citizens of that state. 

“We are heartened that a num¬ 
ber of mainstream and expert 
groups” have filed briefs in support 
of their position, while only groups 
on the far right have supported the 
Texas position, Harlow said. 

She was pleased, but not sur¬ 
prised, that the Bush administra¬ 
tion did not file a brief in this case. 
Furthermore, the Texas attorney 
general had the option of stepping 
in to assume prosecution of this 
case, but declined to do so; a 
county attorney is handling it. 
“Nobody aside from the far right 
wants to touch it.” 

Paul M. Smith will argue 
Lambda’s case before the court. 
He is an openly gay man who 
heads up the appellate section of 
Jenner & Block, a leading Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. law firm. He has ar¬ 
gued numerous cases before the 
Supreme Court. ▼

Democrat rivals at home 
team up statewide

itter rivals just four months 
ago when they squared off 
in the District 8 supervisors 
race supporting different candi¬ 
dates, political operatives Paul 
Hogan and Debra Walker now 
find themselves working side by 
side, as well as joining the team of 
the same candidate. 

Past leaders of San Francisco’s 
two opposing gay Democratic 
clubs, Hogan and Walker have left 
their old rivalries behind and 
stepped into new leadership roles at 
the state level. Posts where they will 
be working hand in hand to elect 
Democratic candidates to state 
seats, as well as helping the party 
win back Congress and the White 
House from Republicans in 2004. 

Over the weekend, at the state 
Democratic Party convention, 
Hogan became the Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia co-chair of the lesbian and 
gay caucus within the state party 
and Walker became Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia vice chair. While they may 
first appear to be strange bedfel¬ 
lows, in politics apparent adver¬ 
saries often can be close friends. 

“Paul and my relationship has 
always been good. Elections can 
get in the way and we have differ¬ 
ent candidates which is always 
awkward. But I love working with 
Paul,” said Walker. 

As the immediate past presi¬ 
dent of the Harvey Milk LGBT 
Democratic Club, Walker many 
times over the years has taken 
contrary stands in local political 
fights than Hogan, a past leader of

the Alice B. Toklas LGBT Democ¬ 
ratic Club. Despite that, she said it 
will not impinge on their ability to 
work together at the state level. 

“I think it is going to be great,” 
she said. 

While they may clash here in 
San Francisco, Walker said the two 
usually see eye to eye when it comes 
to state and national issues. And in 
the end, no matter who they may 
be supporting, they share one com¬ 
mon goal - to elect Democrats. 

“Once you step away from San 
Francisco and you look at the big 
picture, we all have the same vision, 
especially around antiwar stuff and 
reproductive rights. All of those 
things are becoming really vitally 
important right now,” said Walker. 
“We have to work on the presiden¬ 
tial elections and I think a lot of us 
are going to be on the same page. 
Hopefully, we can learn how to be 
on the same page for state and na¬ 
tional elections even if we have dif¬ 
ferent candidates locally.” 

The two already agree on who 


they would like to see win the De¬ 
mocratic Party’s nomination for 
president. Even before former Ver¬ 
mont Governor Howard Dean 
electrified the audience at the con¬ 
vention Saturday, Hogan and 
Walker had signed on to his camp. 

“They all, obviously being De¬ 
mocrats, make it a point to speak to 
our issues, but Dean has been the 
most in the news around LGBT is¬ 
sues,” Hogan said of the presiden¬ 
tial hopefuls. “He makes it a point 
to bring that up pro-actively and 
not hide from that. I am sure each 
one would be fine on our issues, 
but Dean seems to be out in front.” 

While Dean, who as governor 
signed into law the nation’s only 
civil unions bill, has made his sup¬ 
port for gay rights a central theme 
of his campaign, Hogan said that 
is only partly why he has decided 
to support him. Hogan cited 
Dean’s support for universal 
health care and his outspokenness 
against war with Iraq as other fac-

many booed when he got to the 
part of his speech that discussed 
domestic defense and national se¬ 
curity. 

“I believe that Saddam Hussein 
is a serious threat and he must be 
disarmed, including with military 
force if necessary,” he said. 

Shouts of “No war” rang in the 
convention hall. 

Edwards described his back¬ 
ground as an attorney, fighting 
against large corporations for av¬ 
erage Americans. 

“You know, the president has 
attacked me over and over because 
I spent 20 years fighting for vic¬ 
tims, children, and families 
against powerful opposition. So 
let me be as clear as I can about 
this: I am proud of my career. I am 
proud of the families I represent¬ 
ed. I am proud of the cases I won. 

“So, Mr. President, if you want 
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to talk about the insiders you’ve 
fought for versus the kids and 
families I’ve fought for, then all I 
have to say is: Mr. President, bring 
it on!” 

Edwards did not mention gays 
or lesbians during his remarks. 

Kerry addressed the conven¬ 
tion Friday night. He talked about 
his military service in Vietnam, 
and the need for better diploma¬ 
cy. 

“I’m running for president of 
the United States because I believe 
we need a regime change here at 
home,” he said. 

Regarding the pending war in 
Iraq, Kerry said that the United 
States needs to “start to make 
friends on the planet. I also know 
what the words ‘last resort’ mean. 
The United States [should not] go 
to war without legitimacy. The 
United States of America should 
never go to war because we want 
to. We go to war because we have 
to.” 

Kerry told the B.A.R. in a brief 
interview that he supports civil 
unions and domestic partnership. 

Other candidates 

The Reverend A1 Sharpton, an¬ 
other Democratic presidential 
candidate, also revved up the 
crowd with his opposition to war 
against Iraq, stating that the ad¬ 
ministration is “using young peo¬ 
ple to send to Iraq to fight a war 
that is not necessary.” 

“We can’t be the opposition 
party if we’re afraid to oppose 
what’s wrong.” Sharpton said. 

Sharpton stated he supports 
equal rights for gays and lesbians. 
“It’s time for the Christian right to 
meet the right Christians,” he said. 

“I have said over and over 


again that I support civil unions 
and am prepared, even if I’m not 
elected, as a minister, to accom¬ 
modate them,” Sharpton said dur¬ 
ing a press availability following 
his speech. 

Presidential candidate and for¬ 
mer Illinois Senator Carol Mose¬ 
ley Braun marched with peace ac¬ 
tivists during a march in Sacra¬ 
mento Saturday that ended at the 
convention center. She spoke with 
reporters, saying war against Iraq 
is a misguided position. 

Moseley Braun said she’s op¬ 
posed to “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” 
the military’s antigay policy. “I 
think it’s stupid. I guess it’s im¬ 
politic to say so, but I do.” 

Ohio Representative Dennis 
Kucinich, another presidential 
candidate, is also strongly op¬ 
posed to war in Iraq. He addressed 
the convention last Sunday, just as 
President Bush announced from a 
summit in the Azores that he 
would make one last attempt to 
win support for the war in the 
United Nations. That effort failed 
Monday, and Bush gave Saddam 
Hussein 48 hours to leave Iraq or 
face military action. 

Three announced Democratic 
presidential candidates did not at¬ 
tend the convention. Senator 
Joseph Lieberman (Connecticut) 
and Representative Richard 
Gephardt (Missouri) cited sched¬ 
uling conflicts. Lieberman did 
send a video message that was 
booed by delegates. Florida Sena¬ 
tor Bob Graham did not attend as 
he is recovering from heart 
surgery. Y

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FDA approves Fuzeon, 

AIDS advocates debate response

he Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration approved the sale of 
Fuzeon on March 13. The 
anti-HIV drug is the first in a class 
known as entry inhibitors that 
block the virus from entering cells. 
Clinical trials focused on patients 
who had exhausted other remedies 
and needed a new option. 

The drug is injected twice daily 
and is being distributed by the 
pharmaceutical company Roche. 
While the U.S. price has not yet 
been announced, it likely will be 
$20,000-$25,000 a year, and must 
be used in combination with 
other drugs. That is more than 
twice as much as the next most 
costly anti-HIV drug. 

“This is an important mile¬ 
stone for patients with resistance 


to the currently available drugs for 
HIV,” said Jules Levin, executive 
director of the National AIDS 
Treatment Advocacy Project. It of¬ 
fers them new hope, but it should 
not be thought of as a standard 
therapy. 

The high cost threatens to 
break the back of struggling state 
AIDS Drug Assistance Programs 
that pay for much of the therapy. 
“It is a tragic state of affairs in 
drug development when an en¬ 
couraging breakthrough drug 
cannot be accessed by the people 
who need it most,” said Daniel 
Raymond with the AIDS Treat¬ 
ment Activists Coalition. 

“All of our efforts on price con¬ 
tainment have failed,” said Martin 
Delaney with Project Inform in 
San Francisco. “No ADAP can af¬ 
ford to just add Fuzeon and al¬ 
most all have major funding 


shortfalls, despite congressional 
increases in funding, even without 
discussing Fuzeon. 

“For even the most well-off 
ADAPs to afford it, they will have 
to either take other things off their 
formularies or make very strict 
demands on the patients who 
apply, perhaps getting them to 
drop some of the drugs they al¬ 
ready are taking. But the problem 
is, there really is no data to sup¬ 
port this strategy yet, more study 
is needed,” Delaney added. 

Maryland activist Lynda Dee 
sits on that state’s ADAP advisory 
board and feels “very strongly” 
about keeping Fuzeon off of the 
formulary of drugs that ADAP 
covers, because of the price. Yet at 
the same time, she is committed 
to keeping people alive. For her, 
whether or not make Fuzeon 
available through the formulary 


poses a serious “moral dilemma.” 

“The whole question of who 
really needs the drug is somewhat 
fuzzy,” said Delaney. Several new 
drugs, either recently or about to 
be approved, have good activity 
against multiple drug resistant 
virus but were not part of the 
TORO trial that demonstrated the 
value of Fuzeon. He urged physi¬ 
cians to be cautious in prescribing 
T-20 “because those decisions will 
have effects far beyond their indi¬ 
vidual patients.” 

San Francisco activist Bill 
Snow raised other concerns. “As 
someone who knows that T-20 
improved and maybe extended 
my life, I have a big problem with 
penalizing the company in any 
way for developing it.” 

He argued that the drug was 
expensive to develop and likely 
will have a relatively small window 


in which to recover those costs be¬ 
fore other drugs in the class come 
along. “Why create such a disin¬ 
centive for developing novel 
drugs? The price of T-20 isn’t 
nearly as obscene as the differen¬ 
tial between what ADAPs pay 
pharmaceutical companies and 
what generic drugs would cost,” 
said Snow. 

There are no generic equiva¬ 
lents of Fuzeon and likely never 
will be. 

Paul Davis, with ACT 
UP/Philadelphia, has begun a let¬ 
ter writing campaign to Roche on 
its pricing. “You will notice that 
I’ve sent you an arm and a leg with 
this letter,” he wrote. “They are 
plastic parts I removed from my 
gay Billy doll,” symbolic of the cost 
of Fuzeon for people living with 
HIV. Others are picking up on the 
idea. T

ty nonprofit that took on ARIS’ 
clients. Health Connections was 
also supposed to take over Thorn¬ 
ton Way Residence, the hospice 
that closed last Friday, but officials 
discovered at the last minute that 
its license was not transferable. All 
of the Thornton Way clients, said 
Galvan, have since found new 
homes, albeit some temporarily. 
But this crisis, too, said Larson, 
could have been prevented. 

“If people had just looked a lit¬ 
tle further into the future, we 
could have transferred the license 
and taken care of that,” he said. 
Thornton Way provided 24-hour 
care, medication, and meals to 
people with end-stage AIDS, and 
it was “horrible,” said Larson, “to

who have no family, except for the 
staff there, be taken away, never to 
come back.” 

Larson said he isn’t convinced 
that the city-funded programs, 
which the board voted to contin¬ 
ue, won’t face the same fate as 
Thornton Way. That’s because a 
lot of the city and county funds 
depended on each other, he said, 
and now that the county money is 
gone, “I’m afraid a lot of people 
might be in jeopardy.” 

The board is coming together 
now to “clean up a mess,” added 
Larson, but board members were 
largely absent when it came to 
being involved with the organiza¬ 
tion. 

“This isn’t just about a lack of 
donations, or a bad economy,” 
said Larson. “It’s about an unin¬ 
volved board and an organization 
that has been top-heavy with ad¬ 
ministrative costs.” 


CAPE has also just opened 
three new offices Sacramento, San 
Francisco, and Los Angeles, strate¬ 
gic locations from which to build 
a statewide LGBT movement. 

Additionally, the board has 
elected two new co-chairs: former 
San Francisco Supervisor Leslie 
Katz and well-known Los Angeles 


Larson said that for all the 
agency’s administrative positions, 
the food bank - which serves over 
500 clients - has just one full-time 
staff person.

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porters, you’re not going to trash 
the other candidate,” said Haa- 
land.

“I look at it as a reform 
of campaign financing.” 

P.J. Johnston, Mayor Willie 
Brown’s spokesman, said that 
Spanjain’s charges are ridiculous. 

“While Mayor Brown opposed 
the measure that created it, he has 
never said it shouldn’t be imple¬ 
mented,” Johnston said. “If it’s fea¬ 
sible to implement, the Depart¬ 
ment of Elections must try to im¬ 
plement it. The problem is that it’s 
looking more and more like it’s 
not feasible.” 

And getting the system run¬ 
ning is where the problems may 
develop. The city’s current vendor 


of election systems, Omaha-based 
Election Systems and Software, 
has submitted a system to Califor¬ 
nia Secretary of State Kevin Shel¬ 
ley for approval. 

Shelley has rejected ES&S’ ap¬ 
plication as being deficient, saying 
that only three of the required 26 
pieces of documentation were in¬ 
cluded. 

“The system doesn’t exist yet, 
so how in the world are we sup¬ 
posed to test it,” said a spokesman 
for Shelley. 

ES&S doesn’t have a contract 
with the city yet, because the 
funding for ES&S’ $1.5 million 
proposal has yet to be approved. 
Board of Supervisors President 
Matt Gonzalez’s office is sched¬ 
uled to introduce a funding mea¬ 
sure on Tuesday, March 25. 

Despite all this, Joe Taggard, 
ES&S’ regional sales vice presi¬ 
dent, said that chances of having a

activist Diane Abbitt. 

And the CAPE Foundation, 
which aims to do educational out¬ 
reach to build alliances and ac¬ 
tivist networks, has elected Holly¬ 
wood City Council member John 
Duran as its president, and 
brought in its first staff member 
by hiring Toni Broaddus, former 
policy director of Californians for 
Civil Marriage. 

“CAPE in the last several 
months has made a concerted ef¬ 
fort to take on and promote is¬ 
sues that are the most important 
to a large segment of our com¬ 
munity,” said Geoff Kors, CAPE 
executive director. “And because 
of the building of the organiza¬ 
tion and the successes we’ve had 
through candidates we’ve en¬ 


dorsed, the LGBT community is 
now in a position to make gains 
that were unheard of four years 
ago.” 

CAPE is also now in a position 
to take proactive - rather than re¬ 
active stances, and has been be¬ 
hind the introduction of key legis¬ 
lation for equality, said Kors. 

“For so long our community 
has been saying, ‘No’ to antigay 
bills. Now is our time to say ‘Yes.’ 
We’re taking control of our agen¬ 
da.”

am not trans. Sure enough, I 
I have that girlie laugh, those ef¬ 
feminate gestures, and my 
speech is often peppered with 
“honey” and “sweetie.” I’m not 
saying I do not ever transgress 
gender. There are those couple of 
times a year when I throw on a 
dress and answer the townspeo¬ 
ple’s questions as to what the 
bride of Frankenstein looks like. 
But truly I am not transgender. 

The point is I would feel quite 
uncomfortable walking into a dis¬ 
cussion group for transgender 
people simply because I would 
feel I was intruding on a space 
within which I did not fit. So 
when it comes down to it I sup¬ 
pose I am not trans, or at least not 
trans enough. Truly I “pass” for 
being masculine enough for my 
gender to fit the sex with which I 
was born. So then what am I? 

There really is no word, at least 
to my knowledge, to describe peo¬ 
ple who are not trans besides per¬ 
haps “gender normative.” That 
certainly is not a term you hear 
used in common language. You 
don’t hear people at parties say¬ 
ing, “Is he trans or is he gender 
normative?” It was as if the only 
word we had to describe straight 
was heterosexual or even “sexual¬ 
ly normative.” Which gets me to 
thinking how far things still have 
to go in our own community and 
the community at large in under¬ 
standing and accepting transgen¬ 
der people. Where would racial 
awareness be if we had no word 
for “white”? We couldn’t even re¬ 
ally begin to be able to observe the 
privilege that white people have, 
and that people of color lack in 
our society. 

So I’ve decided it was high 
time to make up a term to de¬ 
scribe us “gender normative” 
queers. Here are a few of my ideas: 
1. Statically-sexual. 2. Gender- 
straight. 3. Uni-gendered. 4. Gen¬ 
der-boring. 5. Blandvestites (peo¬ 
ple who only wear the clothing of 
their own sex). 6. Or for those 


more inclined to Native American 
tradition: One-spirited. What do 
you think? I’m open to sugges¬ 
tions. 

A side note for those whom 
“post-structuralism” means more 
than disassembling your 
Ikea furniture with those 
funny octagonal wrench¬ 
es: Granted, since gender 
is at least in some part, if 
not entirely, socially con¬ 
structed, (no one 
comes out of the 
womb screaming 
for a pair of heels 
or a tool belt) then anyone who is 
not sexually normative to some 
degree transgresses gender. This is 
true because finding the opposite 
sex attractive and the power rela¬ 


tionship formed by that gender 
relation is a key part to the defin¬ 
itions of normative genders. So in 
many ways all LGB people may 
recognize themselves in their “T” 
brothers and sisters. 

Whatever our preferred 
terminology may be, it is 
^ important that people like 
) myself, who are not trans- 
A gender, realize the privi¬ 
lege they have in this com¬ 
munity and so¬ 
ciety on the 
whole. We don’t 
have to worry 
about people coming up to us and 
asking offensive questions about 
our right to be in single-sex 
spaces. For those of us who “pass” 
as being gendered into the sex we 



were born as, there is compara¬ 
tively little discrimination by em¬ 
ployers worried about the image 
of their company. We don’t have 
to worry about gender-compro¬ 
mised health services, sideways 
glances or outright bigotry nearly 
to the degree that almost all trans¬ 
gender people do. No matter what 
we call ourselves we must remem¬ 
ber that we have a responsibility 
equally to embrace how integral a 
part of our community transgen¬ 
der people are, how close the 
struggles of all queer people are, 
and to recognize the privilege we 
experience as people who are not 
transgender. In other words, we 
must ally ourselves with transgen¬ 
der people in the fight for equali¬ 
ty even if we ourselves are (enter

HIV trial stopped: Trizivir 
should not be used alone

he National Institutes of 
Health is stopping a clinical 
trial that uses Trizivir alone 
as a first treatment for patients 
with HIV who have not previous¬ 
ly received therapy. Interim analy¬ 
sis shows that the arms of the trial 
where patient§ received efavirenz 
(Sustiva) as part of their regimen 
were more effective in controlling 
the disease. 

News of the decision came in a 
March 10 memo to HIV/AIDS 
health care providers from the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases. 

The Adult AIDS Clinical Trials 
Group study known as A5095 en¬ 
rolled 1,147 antiretroviral-naive 
patients into the trial. One group 
received just Trizivir, a combina¬ 
tion of the nucleoside analogs 
AZT, 3TC, and abacavir. Another 


group added Sustiva to the 
Trizivir, while a third went on a 
regimen of Sustiva and Combivir 
(AZT + 3TC). 

When the independent Data 
Safety and Monitoring Board re¬ 
viewed interim 32-week data on 
the ongoing trial, it found that 21 
percent of the Trizivir group but 
only 10 percent of the Sustiva 
groups experienced virologic 
“failure.” Failure was defined very 
conservatively as an HIV viral 
load greater than 200. 

The DSMB recommended that 
the Trizivir arm of the trial be 
stopped and patients offered al¬ 
ternative regimens. Patients in the 
two other arms of the study will 
be told that their regimen con¬ 
tains Sustiva and those arms of 
the trial will continue, to see if 
there are significant differences in 
outcomes. All of the patients will 
continue to be followed until the 
fall of 2004. 


“I’ve always been a little wary 
of triple nuke regimens,” said 
Douglas Ward, a physician with a 
large HIV practice in Washington, 
D.C. “It’s easier for the virus to de¬ 
velop resistance mutations when 
you only use one class of drugs.” 

He acknowledged that Trizivir 
is “incredibly well tolerated and 
easy to take,” but other drug op¬ 
tions also are becoming easier to 
take. Ward has used an induc¬ 
tion/maintenance regimen where 
he starts patients on Trizivir and 
Sustiva, then after their viral load 
has been undetectable for a year, 
he is willing to drop the Sustiva. 
But he warns patients; if their viral 
load becomes detectable they will 
have to go back on a more power¬ 
ful regimen.

warning that counterfeit Procrit 
has appeared in the marketplace. 
Not only does the fake product 
contain no active ingredient, at 
least some of the samples are con¬ 
taminated with bacteria. That 
contamination can have a partic¬ 
ularly devastating effect on per¬ 
sons with a compromised im¬ 
mune system, a common occur¬ 
rence which accompanies severe 
anemia. 

Patients with severe anemia, ei¬ 
ther from disease or as a side ef¬ 
fect of therapy used to treat can¬ 
cer, HIV, and hepatitis C, some¬ 
times are prescribed Procrit or 
Epogen to boost production of 
red blood cells. The proteins are 
suspended in a clear liquid and are 
injected. 

Ortho Biotech, the manufac¬ 
turer of Procrit, is cooperating 
fully in the FDA investigation and 
has a Web page identifying how to 
distinguish between counterfeit 
and legitimate lots of the drug 
(www.procrit.com/counterfeit/let 
ter.html). 

A similar problem of counter¬ 
feiting has occurred with Epogen, 
human growth hormone, and 
other very expensive drugs. T

system done on time, “are very 
good except for court cases, legal 
actions, things like that.” 

And a legal action may be wait¬ 
ing in the wings. The San Francis¬ 
co Republican Party’s Chris Bow¬ 
man said that “the Chinese Amer¬

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Soldiers’ calls to SLDN 
jump with mobilization

V he number of gays and les¬ 
bians in the military who 
sought help from the Service- 
members Legal Defense Network 
jumped by 30 percent in the first 
quarter of 2003. The organization 
expects to receive a record 1,100 re¬ 
quests for assistance for the entire 
year, if the trend continues. 

“As long as our military con¬ 
tinues to discriminate against les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der Americans, SLDN will remain 
on the front lines providing zeal¬ 
ous legal assistance to our clients,” 
said Executive Director C. Dixon 
Osburn. 

He acknowledged that the in¬ 
crease in calls is straining SLDN’s 
three-member legal staff and vol¬ 
unteer attorneys in the field. 

The increased calls seem to 
mirror earlier patterns in that ap¬ 
proximately 45 percent comes 
from people serving in the Army, 
while the Navy and Air Force each 
are at about 30 percent of the total. 
About 75 percent are from active 
duty personnel, including those al¬ 
ready called up from the reserves. 

SLDN classifies about 60 per¬ 
cent of the inquiries as “coming 
out cases” where the service mem¬ 
ber has initiated the action for rea¬ 
sons of integrity or harassment, 
while some 15 percent are the re¬ 
sult of an investigation or “outing.” 

Women constitute 14 percent 
of total military personnel but 25 
percent of SLDN’s inquiries. That 


is nothing new. Charges of being a 
lesbian have been a traditional way 
to harass women in the military. 

One encouraging note is that, 
“We’ve seen an increasing reluc¬ 
tance over the past year to dis¬ 
charge personnel” under “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” regulations, said 
SLDN spokesman Steve Ralls. 
“Under this administration, com¬ 
manders have been far more re¬ 
luctant to do so.” 

Discharges under DADT that 
often were rapid, are now stretch¬ 
ing out to six or even 12 months 
while the soldiers continue to 
serve in their units. This “puts an¬ 
other chink” in the argument that 
openly gay people are disruptive 
to unit cohesion and should not 
be allowed to serve, noted oppo¬ 
nents of DADT. 

Ralls is cautious on ascribing 
motivation for this change. Part of

geted me and relentlessly targets 
me and has made me into worse 
than Saddam Hussein, which is 
utterly crazy. I think there are peo¬ 
ple who target children, there’s no 
question about it, a tiny fraction 
of people do that but I think there 
are heterosexual predators who 
target children too. Look at the 
Elizabeth Smart case.” 

Against gay Scout leaders 

Savage said he remains op¬ 
posed to gay Boy Scout leaders be¬ 
cause he’s concerned that a gay 
scoutmaster could lead a sexually 
ambivalent boy to become gay. 

“I think that when boys are im¬ 
pressionable and young they need 
to be led in a certain direction,” he 
said. “And that direction should be 
toward marriage and family and I 
don’t think you can do that by giv¬ 
ing them ambivalent messages. 

“My point is that there are 
going to be people who are going 
to be gay either way. I think they 
are just that way. They want to be 
that way and they are that way. But 
then there’s a whole slew of people 
who are very ambivalent sexually 
and I would say if we want to lead 
boys we should lead them to a het¬ 
erosexual life, period. I just think 
that’s the way it should be but, 
however, I think if a person does 
go the other way, they go the other 
way. End of story.” 

Savage, a former teacher, said 
he has no objections to gay teach¬ 
ers. 

Parting ways with many of his 
conservative colleagues, Savage 
said that he’d be open to gays serv¬ 
ing openly in the military, as they 
are in Israel, Canada, and most 
NATO countries. 


“I frankly think it should be 
open,” Savage told the B.A.R. “I 
think it would be better than 
being hidden.” 

Savage said that despite the 
controversy, he has no plans to 
bring up gay topics on his TV 
show. 

“I don’t intend to talk about 
gay issues because as I’ve said a 
hundred times, I don’t think it’s 
the most important issue on the 
planet. I think national security is 
far more important. In fact I know 
it is. And on a sexual level, for 
Christ sakes how many times do I 
have to say it, I am a sexual liber¬ 
tarian. I don’t care what people do 
to stimulate the orifices. That’s the 
simplest way I could put it.” 

Savage said his conservative 
outlook ultimately offers the 
greatest benefits to gays and other 
minorities and he believes many 
activists are shortsighted. 

“I oppose gay marriage be¬ 
cause I think marriage means man 
and woman,” he explained. “It’s an 
institution that is the brick of civ¬ 
ilization. And I think you need 
stability in a civilization for gay 
movement to exist. In other 
words, a gay movement can’t even 
exist in a broken down society. It 
can only exist as an accepted mi¬ 
nority lifestyle within the frame¬ 
work of a structured society. 
That’s my whole point. Once you 
break the structure down, and I 
think Camille Paglia would agree 
with me, there’s chaos and anar¬ 
chy and I think in the long run 
that’s a disaster for minority 
groups.” T

“It seems like he 
is the one who can grasp our hearts 
and shake us into action and do the 
work to win the presidency back 
and win the Congress back.”

Portuguese art-pom coming to a theater near you

Fantasma (The Phantom), 
opening Friday at Opera 
Plaza Cinemas, is first-time 
director Joao Pedro Rodrigues’ 

character study of a young, sexy 
garbageman in North Lisbon 
erotically obsessed with a dumb- 
cluck motorcyclist who has the 
random misfortune to be on his 
route. The film is arty in an irri¬ 
tating way: slow-moving, virtual¬ 
ly plotless. But visually? Highly 
stimulating. 

Sergio works the grunt shift in 
the city trash-haul, and in his off-

hours seems driven to find bestial 
sex with strange men in dark al¬ 
leys and toilettes. His best friend 
in life is clearly the trash-terminus 
dog, who also appears to be his 
role model. He pursues carnal 
pleasures with a decidedly canine 
appetite — i.e., lots of licking and 
sniffing. 

You would have to say that Ser¬ 
gio is kind of a sick puppy himself, 
but we mean that in a good way. 
Somewhat unprofessionally, Serg 
digs through his love objects 
trash, finds his ripped-up swim¬ 
suit, and comes to cherish and 
wear it. Eventually stalking his 
motorbike boy at the public pool, 
he excitedly licks the wall of the 
shower room. Dude! Good way to 
catch a nasty case of athlete’s 
tongue! 

There’s not a whole lot of dia¬ 
logue or context-setting in O Fan¬ 
tasma as we follow Sergio on his 
downward spiral of sexual obses¬ 
sion. Anyone looking for scenic 
glimpses of quaint old Lisbon will 
have to settle for a long, bleak se¬ 
quence set in the city dump. Serg 
never meets cute. The film’s look 
is generally grungy and dark; its 
soundtrack consists mainly of 
barks and other doggy noises. 

But there’s something of Pa¬ 
solini in the film, queer transgres¬ 
sion by the buckets as Sergio 
breaks and enters, pees all over his 
beloved’s bed, and finally goes be¬ 
yond all bounds of decency in 
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Ricardo Meneses ably plays the erotically obsessed Sergio in Joao Pedro Rodrigues' 0 Fantasma (The Phantom). 


pursuing his erotic prey. There’s 
also something of Genet in the 
way a mean policeman power- 
trips the young pup, brandishes 
his nightstick, and flaunts his uni¬ 
form. You can bet if this cop 
worked a beat in SF, the fajitas 
would soon hit the fan. 

After perpetrating 
rather brutal violation 
scene, our unsanitary 
worker reverts to some¬ 
thing like a primal state, 
crawling around refuse 
sites in a shiny, skintight 
black-rubber suit that 
he must have picked up 
in some fetishwear 
boutique. For suste¬ 
nance, he scavenges 
for discarded food, 
dirty water and the occasional wild 
bunny to roast. Masterpiece The¬ 
atre this is not. 

But young Ricardo Meneses 

(Rodrigues says he was 18 at the 
time of the shoot) looks great in 
utter depravity, gives everything 
he’s got, and rivets in scenes full of 
nudity, rubberwear, and a lavatory 
blowjob that’s unusually explicit. O 
Fantasma played the festival circuit 
in 2000, obviously ahead of its time 
in the prominent part that both 
duct tape and a rubber mask play. 

PS You won’t find any review, 


positive or negative, of this film in 
the SF Chronicle, because it of¬ 
fends the suburban sensibilities of 
a movie editor there. Now that the 
gloves are off and SF is exposed as 
a town with only one real daily 
paper, isn’t it shocking how the 
Chron exercises near-mo¬ 
nopoly control over 
what gets covered? 

Shake V bake

The steamy South 

Wide Screen series continues at the Castro

^ ollowing the artistic and 
commercial success of the 
film version of Tennessee 
Williams’ A Streetcar Named De¬ 
sire (1951), Hollywood turned to 
him and other Southern writers 
for smoldering, sometimes over- 
the-top melodramas. Two of these 
are part of the Castro’s Wide Wide 
Screen series. 

Sweet Bird of Youth (1962) is 
based on the openly gay Williams’ 
penultimate Broadway success. Its 
original stars, Paul Newman and 
Geraldine Page, repeated their 
stage triumphs. Adapted and di¬ 
rected by Richard Brooks, this is a 
flamboyant, corrosive, often funny, 
and ultimately touching movie. 
Newman is Chance Wayne, an 
aging heterosexual hustler desper¬ 
ate for movie stardom. His ambi¬ 
tions now rest with has-been 
screen star Alexandra del Lago 
(Page), who picked him up in 
Palm Beach, and whom he has dri¬ 
ven to the small Gulf town of St. 
Cloud. She’s escaping her disas¬ 
trous comeback, and he’s hoping 
to reconnect with Heavenly Finley 
(an affecting Shirley Knight), the 
girl he left behind. Heavenly’s fa¬ 
ther is Boss Finely (an unforget¬ 
table Ed Begley), whose corrupt 
political machine is being chal¬ 
lenged by liberal “commies.” 

Page, in an Oscar-nominated 
performance, dazzles as the trau¬ 
matized, self-involved, stoned 
Alexandra. When she comes out 
of her stupor and takes in the 
handsome Chance, she murmurs, 
“Well, I may have done better, but 
God knows I’ve done worse.” 
These two monsters battle it out. 
Chance makes calls to important 
Hollywood columnists in hopes 
Alexandra will mention him. Page 
glories in her big scene, talking 
long-distance to Walter Winchell, 
who gives her surprising news 
about her comeback. Newman ex¬ 
pertly conveys Chance’s anxiety: 
his looks and lovemaking skills are 
all he has to offer, and neither will 
last forever. Ed Begley won the 
Best Supporting Actor Oscar for 
this performance. With Mildred 
Dunnock, Rip Torn, and 
Madeleine Sherwood, all in fine 
form. (3/20)

Paul Newman, impossibly handsome 


(1958), based on two William 
Faulkner stories. An impossibly 
good-looking Paul Newman plays 
Ben Quick, a suspected arsonist 
who arrives in a small Mississippi 
town dominated by Orson Welles. 
Joanne Woodward is Welles’ prim 
daughter, who soon proves not 
only buildings burn when Ben is 
around. Anthony Franciosa is 
Welles’ dim son, married to the 
flirtatious Lee Remick, and Angela 
Lansbury is Welles’ mistress. New¬ 
man heats up the screen, even if 
it’s hard to see what draws him to 
Woodward. The rest of the cast 
seems to be having fun, although 
Welles’ accent is often unintelligi¬ 
ble. Lansbury and Remick are 
standouts. (3/20) 

Billy Wilder’s The Apartment 
(1960) and Woody Allen’s Man¬ 
hattan (1979) are both set in the 
Big Apple, but have very different 
perspectives. Wilder’s black come¬ 
dy stars Jack Lemmon as a com¬ 
pany man eager for success, Fred 
MacMurray as a sleazy married 
executive, and Shirley MacLaine 
as an elevator operator involved 
with both men. All three are ex¬ 
cellent. The Apartment won five 
Oscars, including Best Picture, Di¬ 
rector, and Screenplay. Manhattan 
is based on the premise that a neu¬ 
rotic, self-involved, unattractive 
man, played by Allen, is irresistible 
to Diane Keaton, Meryl Streep, 
and Mariel Hemingway. If you 
buy that, the rest of the film is a 
comic delight. Only the Brooklyn- 
born and -reared Allen could love 
Manhattan the way he does.

(1974) is a terrific, complex mur¬ 
der mystery set in ’30s Los Ange¬ 
les. Jack Nicholson is the detective, 
Faye Dunaway the woman not to 
be trusted, and John Huston the 
most frightening father imagin¬ 
able. Gripping and atmospheric, 
it’s teamed with 1969’s Mississippi 
Mermaid. (3/23-24) 

Louis Malle’s Viva Maria! 
(1965) casts Jeanne Moreau and 
Brigitte Bardot as showgirls in 
revolutionary Mexico around 
1900. It runs out of gas early, but 
Bardot shows that in films, youth, 
beauty, and high spirits are more 
important than acting talent.

was surprised at Friday night’s 

San Francisco Ballet premiere 

of Don Quixote by how many 
people told me they had never 
seen the ballet before. I was not 
surprised afterward, when some 
of the same viewers expressed dis¬ 
may at what a shallow piece it is 
for a full-evening work, and how 
terrible the music is. I couldn’t 
agree more. Yet if you want pure, 
spectacular, mindless dance, an 
uncomplicated, two-dimensional 
plot, and endlessly thumping, 
four-square tunes, Don Quixote is 
your ballet. 

Obviously that is why SFB’s 
artistic director, Helgi Tomasson, 
and the company’s celebrated 
Russian premier danseur and 
choreographer, Yuri Possokhov, 
decided to resurrect this 1869 Bol¬ 
shoi warhorse, employing not 
only the 1900 Alexander Gorsky 
revisions to Marius Petipa’s origi¬ 
nal, but adding additional music 
to Leon Minkus’ brassy score. The 
SFB version is over two-and-a- 
half hours, which is about 30 min¬ 
utes too much for my ears, but 
one understands the urge not only 
to restage, but to use the compa¬ 
ny’s corps as much as possible. 
There is no doubt you get your 
money’s worth. 

Still, Don Quixote is a solo 
dancer’s vehicle, and it wasn’t 
until-SFB had the dancers capable 
of the work that Tomasson could

even contemplate staging it. With 
his two Cuban stars, Lorena Feijoo 
and Joan (say “Juan”) Boada, 
steeped in the bravura Bolshoi 
tradition, the opening perfor¬ 
mance would have been a hit even 
without the supporting dancers, 


some of whom were better than 
I’ve ever seen them. 

Take the gypsy camp scene, 
where the young lovers Kitri (Fei¬ 
joo) and Basilio (Boada) flee 
from her impossible suitor and 
intransigent father. Tomasson 
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starts immediately with a big en¬ 
semble, followed by the Gypsy 
leader’s demi-caractere solo, ex¬ 
citingly dispatched by Peter 
Brandenhoff. Then we get a ter¬ 
rific, lengthy solo for a Gypsy 
woman, danced with fire, passion 
and liquid movements by, of all 
people, the classically straight- 
laced Sherri LeBlanc. In the fol¬ 
lowing tavern scene, Mercerdes 
(beloved of the bullfighter Espa- 
da) was sinuously, sexily danced 
by a new SFB soloist, Sarah Van 
Patten. 

Mincing meat 

Don Quixote the ballet is not 
actually about the Man of La 
Mancha (Benjamin Pierce, proba¬ 
bly picked because he is tall and 
skinny, not because he can act), 
but merely uses a section of Cer¬ 
vantes’ picaresque novel to launch 
the standard commedia delVarte 
plot about the saucy young miss 
who wants to marry a handsome 
but poor young man, while her fa¬ 
ther prefers a wealthy but totally 
unsuitable parti. Gamache is an 
overdressed fop, foolish and awk¬ 
ward, so what a surprise to have 
him danced by Damian Smith, 
one of'SFB’s most virile hunks. 
Dressed in pastel green and silver, 
with a huge hat and high heels, 
Smith minced, tripped, fell over, 
and in general made such a comic 
spectacle of himself that you 
could hardly take your eyes off 
him. Ditto SFB’s other new hunk, 
Pascal Molat, as the scruffy San- 


cho Panza. 

When Feijoo and Boada are 
sharing the stage, that’s quite a 
feat. Boada would be a crowd- 
pleaser no matter what, but one 
got the feeling that much of the 
audience shared the irony of his 
having been “dismissed” (as the 
morning paper put it) on the eve 
of his return to health. He’s bat¬ 
tled a bad knee for three years, and 
it looks as if he may never be 
sound enough for the workload of 
a regular company member, 
which is why SFB can’t afford to 
retain him. Yet he certainly helped 
make this show better than it had 
any right to be. Solidly built, 
handsome and narcissistic as a 
male model, Boada was already so 
spectacular in elevation and py- 
rotechnical tricks before his in¬ 
juries that any “loss of a step” is 
academic. Jetes, tours, pirouettes a 
la second and otherwise, traveling 
turns, splits, beats, you name it, he 
can do it, higher, wider, bigger 
than anyone. He’s a classic jump¬ 
ing-jack, but not a lightweight, in¬ 
vesting the tricks with heroic 
power as well as with shimmering 
quicksilver. 

As for Feijoo, she has all the 
technical dazzle as well as the brit¬ 
tle personality that a Kitri should 
display. Her toework with those 
beautiful feet is pleasingly poised 
and delicate, her jumps are big 
and airy, and, in the new, sensual 
pas de deux Tomasson added to 
the gypsy scene, she melted even 
the self-regarding Boada. The vi¬ 
sion scene was lacking choreo¬ 
graphic spiritual qualities, and I 
didn’t find the lifts in the famous 
grand pas de deux quite as excit¬ 
ing as they should be. They were 
secure enough but didn’t have that 
explosive, dangerous, musical 
quality that can make them (and 
us) delirious. 

And that brings me to my one 
real problem with this produc¬ 
tion, its lack of musicality. 
Minkus’ score is danceable; how 
could it not be, with its overpow¬ 
ering “downbeat-thump-thump” 
quality? Yet its very squareness de¬ 
feats subtle, musical phrasing, 
while the harsh orchestration is 
hard on the ears. Guest conductor 
David LaMarche, from ABT, had 
good control of SFB’s pit band, 
but I can’t tell you how many 
times I was thankful not to be sit¬ 
ting on the brass side of the War 
Memorial. 

In what was a well-meant idea, 
Possokhov and Tomasson tried to 
involve the standing corps in the 
dances by having them clap along. 
But the raggedy, unmusical quali¬ 
ty of their clapping actually 
worked against the music’s cli¬ 
maxes. I’m afraid that, even with 
this square a beat, white people 
can’t clap. ▼

an you think of any weirder 
operatic bedfellows than San 
Francisco Opera’s general 
director, Pamela Rosenberg, and 
the French-Sicilian tenor, Roberto 
Alagna? Sorry if that juxtaposition 
mqde you aspirate your Coke, 
Merlot or latte. The chances of the 
austere, ensemble-oriented Rosen¬ 
berg and the glam international 
singing star achieving detente at 
SFO are dim to none. He’s expen¬ 
sive and erratic, and I don’t think 
she’d like him even if he were 
cheap. He certainly wouldn’t stick 
around for six weeks of rehearsal. 

Yet, oddly enough, both 


Rosenberg and Alagna have de¬ 
clared, in this bicentennial year of 
his birth, that their favorite opera 
composer is Hector Berlioz (1803- 
1869). Berlioz is the first great Ro¬ 
mantic opera composer, and his 
output is wildly uneven. Not one 
of Berlioz’s dramatic vocal com¬ 
positions is really viable in a regu¬ 
lar-sized American repertory 
opera house. That doesn’t stop 
impresarios from staging Beatrice 
et Benedict (too intimate for 
3,000-plus seats); Benvenuto Celli¬ 
ni (nearly impossible-to-cast title 
role); Damnation de Faust (not 
meant to be staged); and Les 
Troyens (too long, too big, anoth¬ 
er impossible-to-cast tenor role). 

I mention “impossible to cast” 


with barely concealed glee, be¬ 
cause Alagna has just released an 
album of Berlioz tenor arias, 
which (to the chagrin of his de¬ 
tractors) he sings splendidly. It in¬ 
cludes the above works, plus VEn- 
fance du Christ (my personal fa¬ 
vorite Berlioz work); Romeo et Juli¬ 
ette; Huit Scenes de Faust; Lelio; 
and the grandiose Berlioz arrange¬ 
ment of “La Marseillaise,” France’s 
national anthem (EMI Classics). 

What this single disc, conduct¬ 
ed idiomatically by Bertrand de 
Billy (who helmed the Met’s re¬ 
cent Troyens), tells us is that when 
it comes to Romantic vocal music 
(Romantic era, not Harlequin ro¬ 
mances), Berlioz was a great neo- 
classicist. He’s so original that you 


Bare essentials 

Pierre Boulez has spent even 
longer living with his Pli selon pli 
(Portrait de Mallarme ), the signal 
difference being that he’s been re¬ 
composing as well as rerecording 
it. What Boulez calls the work’s 
final form, from 1989, has just be¬ 
come part of DG’s indispensable 
20/21 “music of our time” series. 
This third recording of gay com¬ 
poser Boulez’s seminal work is also 
the finest, both at the sheer perfor¬ 
mance level and as a representa¬ 
tion of the composer’s finished 
thoughts about the piece.

Like the new Les Troyens, this 
new interpretation doesn’t pro¬ 
pose an interpretation radically 
different from that of Davis’ first, 
in his Philips Berlioz cycle of 30 
years ago. Even then, the work 
didn’t lack for great recordings, 
though many took a tone-poem 
approach to it that either sensa¬ 
tionalized or trivialized it. Davis 
staked out the Michael Steinberg 
position — that the piece is one of 
the most remarkable and individ¬ 
ual first symphonies by any com¬ 
poser before or since. Some found 
the LP excessive, others a reach be- 
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The buzz about 
Berlioz and Boulez 


can’t pin him down stylistically, 
except that Mephistopheles’ sere¬ 
nade from the Opus 1 Faust (ac¬ 
companied by guitar) doesn’t 
sound all that different from the 
mature Damnation aria, “Nature 
immense” or the love duet where 
Alagna is partnered by his equally 
starry wife, Angela Gheorghiu. 

Alagna sings both the hero 
Faust and the villain Mephisto 
with assurance, beautiful tone, but¬ 
tery legato, operatic high notes and 
marvelous French diction. Alagna 
may have an outsized Sicilian ego, 
but he was born and schooled in 
France, and there is something 
about the French language that el¬ 
evates any opera singer’s style. 

Free reign 

The tenor, far from being the 
dumb bunny his detractors claim, 
is a serious student of operatic his¬ 
tory. He contributes a program 
note to the album that examines 
some of the difficulties Berlioz pre¬ 
sents for a tenor. Since the Paris 
Opera was reluctant to stage his 
work — he never heard the com¬ 
plete Troyens — Berlioz freely in¬ 
dulged his imagination. The result 
is that his tenor parts are all over 
the map, sometimes within the 
same role. They require legato, 
endless breath, high tessitura and 
flexibility, aspects of bel canto 
singing that one does not necessar¬ 
ily associate with the Romantic era. 

They also require heroic mea¬ 
sures. Enee, the warrior who 
founded Rome, enters the first 


part of Les Troyens screaming 
bloody murder about the Trojan 
Horse. I defy anybody to sound 
other than stressed singing, “Du 
peuple et des soldats.” Enee’s fa¬ 
mous “Inutiles regrets” opens and 
ends just as strenuously, though 
the lyrical andante is more remi¬ 
niscent of the Troyens love duet, 
not included here, as Gheorghiu 
and Alagna already recorded a 
sensuous version of “Nuit 
d’ivresse” on their duets album. 

I don’t believe Alagna will ever 
sing Enee on stage (at least I hope 
not), but he is scheduled for Celli¬ 
ni, and that sounds like a good 
idea. A high, lyrical role that re¬ 
quires enormous charisma, once 
made viable by the young Nicolai 
Gedda, Cellini needs Alagna’s juice 
and vocal sex appeal. The romance, 
written at the last minute for tenor 
Gilbert Duprez (high C from the 
chest), is gorgeously sung, while 
the famous “Sur les monts” ends 
with rapturous, lyrical vocalism. 

This album should get you 
juiced up for the Berlioz birthday 
year. SFO mounts the non-operat- 
ic Faust this summer, a piece defi¬ 
nitely calling for Rosenberg’s imag¬ 
inative staging style. Don’t hope, 
however, to hear a voice as beautiful 
(or as French) as Alagna’s anywhere 
except on compact disc. ▼

ividing French composers 
into the innovators and the 
imitators doesn’t leave that 
many in the middle. French music 
has always been, at some level, a 
thing apart — always a distinctive 
accent on the common musical 
language, and sometimes a new 
musical language. With an irony 
the French might savor, current 
CDs documenting the music of 
the true originals run the gamut 
from B to B — for that matter, 
from B-z to B-z. 

They would be Berlioz and 
Boulez, without either of whom 
music would be an infinitely 
duller thing. For Sir Colin Davis, 
the world’s preeminent Berlioz in¬ 
terpreter, it’s been the “Berlioz 
Year” for the last two. The Berlioz 
Festival he staged with the Lon¬ 
don Symphony Orchestra (whose 
Principal Conductor he has been 
since 1995, when he replaced 
MTT) in September 2000 has pro¬ 
vided the core recordings of the 
LSO Live series. The Symphonie 
fantastique CD (with the Overture 
to Beatrice and Benedict as filler), I 
the only one that features the or¬ 
chestra on its own, may be the 
best of lot. 


yond Davis’ grasp at the time. 

No one would make either 
claim about this latest, which testi¬ 
fies to the power only three 
decades of living with a piece can 
bring. The LSO plays with a finesse 
that confirms it as the greatest of 
London’s five major orchestras. 
But what Davis gets out of them 
goes beyond top-flight playing to 
potent drama. There’s a horrid 
beauty to the thing from the start, 
and it builds ineluctably to the 
protagonist’s final, hallucinatory 
Dream of the Witches’ Sabbath. 

There are musical explanations 
for how Davis achieves this — the 
hair-trigger rhythmic shifts that 
unsettle expectations, the tilt of 
the balance toward the winds, the 
subtle tremor in the strings. But 
it’s what Davis does as a dramatist 
that defies easy explanation. 

“Un Bal” is a waltz wracked 
with foreboding so chilling that I 
could hardly wait for this creepy 
dance of death (of the protago¬ 
nist’s last hope for a response from 
his unknowing beloved) would 
end. The shepherd pipe in the 
third movement nearly out-Tris- 
tans Tristan, and clearly prefigures 
it. This is not a fantastique for the

Guy and Fischer beguile at Davies

or the past fortnight, two ex¬ 
ceptionally attractive and 
talented young guest artists 
have vied with Michael Tilson 
Thomas for the center of attention 
at Davies Symphony Hall. 

Needless to say, the maestro 
held his own, but the brilliant 
debut of a handsome and dynam¬ 
ic pianist from France (live with it, 
Capitol Hill) certainly gave him a 
run for his money. 



Guy showed passionate involvement 

Fran$ois-Frederic Guy was 
born in 1969, so his first appear¬ 
ances in San Francisco do not 
qualify him as the latest piano 
prodigy on the international cir¬ 
cuit. His interest in new and mod¬ 
ern music, however, does make 
him a natural choice for musical 
partnership with MTT. 

Their concert together was de¬ 
voted entirely to the music of 
composer Sergei Prokofiev. This 
year marks the 50th anniversary of 
his death, on the same day and 
only 50 minutes before Joseph 
Stalin. The demise of the authori¬ 
tarian butcher eclipsed the urbane 
writer’s passing, just as other 
Russian composers had stolen his 
thunder during his lifetime. 

Prokofiev had returned to Rus¬ 
sia 17 years earlier, but 
Shostakovich (who never expatri¬ 
ated) was the reigning laureate, 
and Stravinsky had long since de¬ 
fused him of any modernistic 
shock value. 
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Try as he might to play the en¬ 
fant terrible, Prokofiev was a clas¬ 
sicist at heart, evidenced by the 
clarity and memorable melodic 
content of his scores. The concer¬ 
tos, ballets and chamber music 
would be enough to secure a cher¬ 
ished place in history, but the 
symphonies and operas are also 
important and uniquely beautiful. 
His later works (especially the 
cantatas) were blemished by a 
mandatory Soviet nationalism, yet 
even they were blessed by his lyri¬ 
cal inspiration. 

The recent concerts opened 
with his seldom-heard American 
Overture, Opus 42. There is noth¬ 
ing particularly star-spangled 
about it, though it was written for 
a US commission. Busy and in¬ 
gratiating with little development, 
it still has a very catchy motto that 
typifies the jazzy restlessness of 
the 1920s. 

Tilson Thomas opted for the 
original orchestration for 17 play¬ 
ers. His recording (no longer 
available) with the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic employed the full 
symphonic setting, but the re¬ 
duced scoring is stronger. It served 
as a rip-roaring opener for an ex¬ 
citing evening. 

Next came pianist Guy, and a 
breathtaking rendition of the 
Third Piano Concerto. Looking 
more personable but every bit as 
striking as the terrific photo on his 
Prokofiev sonatas CD, the gifted 
newcomer gave a note-perfect ac¬ 
count that still conveyed a pas¬ 
sionate involvement. 

The passagework in the second 
movement, when the soloist plays 
against the big tune from the full 
orchestra, was amazing. The sheer 
dexterity and strength of Guy’s 
performance was also marked by 
uncommon sensitivity. The pro¬ 
longed and vocal ovation was de¬ 
served. Let us hope that he returns 
to Davies soon, and also plans a 
Bay Area recital. 

The evening ended with an¬ 
other blockbuster, Prokofiev’s 
dazzling Symphony No. 3 in C 
minor. Recycled from themes 
from the opera The Fiery Angel, 
the Third stands on its own two 
feet with remarkable cogency. It is 
an intense, almost physically 
threatening work, much like the 
disturbing opera. MTT coached a 
whirlwind performance that 
would have made the author 
proud and justified his modernist 
aspirations. 

Touched by an angel 

Last week, 19-year-old violin¬ 
ist Julia Fischer returned to Davies 
for her second appearance since 
her introduction with Herbert 
Blomstedt and the orchestra two 
years ago. She played the Mozart

Violin Concerto in G major then, 
and I rejoiced in her willingness to 
make an understated debut. 

So many young artists bite off 
' more than they can chew stylisti¬ 
cally. The concert circuit demands 
such bravura behavior from the 
unseasoned. Fischer showed she 
was willing to mature while dis¬ 
playing an exceptional talent. 

This time around, management 
moved her into the big-guns reper¬ 
toire. The Sibelius Violin Concerto 
is a wonderful piece that places 
great demands on an artist’s stami¬ 
na, but also requires interpretive 
insight. Fischer has the requisite 
energy and an amazingly strong 
and steady tone, but she lacks 
much personal understanding. 

Her performance was beautiful 
to hear, but it never really got to 
the core of the work’s emotions. 
Looking like an angel and playing 
like someone twice her size, she 
navigated every passage with 
aplomb, yet the results were un¬ 
moving. I still foresee an impor¬ 
tant career for Fischer — she has 
the goods and the taste. She just 
needs a little more mileage on her. 

The concert opened with the 
mildly improvisational Phorion by 
Lukas Foss, based on a Bach Pre¬ 
lude. Replete with gussied-up or¬ 
chestration that includes bottles 
being broken in paper bags, the 
score might seem like a satire of 
the avant-garde if it weren’t so 
darned good-natured. The title is 
from the Greek for “stolen goods,” 
but Foss put enough of his own 
stamp on it to justify MTT’s selec¬ 
tion and the orchestra’s rollicking 
presentation. 

The program concluded with 
Copland’s Third Symphony. It is 
not my favorite piece from a 
beloved composer, but it does con¬ 
tain the monumental “Fanfare for 
the Common Man,” and there are 
many other moments of delight. 

The orchestra raised the roof, 
and MTT was obviously pleased. 
He can’t always give us the spiky 
Copland, but the Third has its 
moments, alongside the more fa¬ 
miliar voice of the American pop¬ 
ulist. ▼

years he spent refining, rearrang¬ 
ing and otherwise rewriting it have 
reduced it to only essential musi¬ 
cal material, which makes it no 
harder to listen to than Webern. 

This new version, featuring 
Boulez’s own Ensemble Intercon- 
temporain and the soprano Chris¬ 
tine Schafer, isn’t just listenable, it’s 
mesmeric. Next to Berlioz’s ab¬ 
sinthe, it’s the driest of whites, but 
it’s no less complex. Although it’s 
music of supreme intelligence and 
craft, as it now unfolds, the only 
real difficulty for the listener is the 
sequence of Stephane Mallarme 


poems on which its five movement 
are based. Schafer imbues them 
with a limpid clarity that supplies 
all the “meaning” possible, but 
Boulez (a student of Messiaen’s in 
the fullest sense) has produced 
true meditations on the difficult 
Symbolist verse that chooses illu¬ 
mination over explication. 

It’s music at its deepest work¬ 
ing on poetry at its, and the result 
is revelatory and quietly ecstatic. 
After the impaling opening chord, 
the highly influential Pli selon pli 
(which takes its name from a Mal¬ 
larme poem Boulez doesn’t in¬ 
clude) begins its concentrated, re¬ 
fractory unfolding. If less extreme 
than the Berlioz, it’s an equally 
rapt experience. T

'Leonardo da Vinci/Splendor of Poland' 
at the Ca. Palace of the Legion of Honor

his is Poland’s cultural mo¬ 
ment of glory in San Fran¬ 
cisco. It was a veritable love- 
fest at the press preview of Leonar¬ 
do da Vinci and the Splendor of 
Poland, where the Italian ambas¬ 
sador and the Polish consul from 
LA made reverential references to 
the Polish Pope. Museum Director 
Harry Parker, admittedly 
starstruck, called Leonardo da 
Vinci’s “Lady with an Ermine,” 
somewhat awkwardly, “one of the 
most beautiful paintings ever 
made in our world.” The consul 
corrected him: “ the most beautiful 
painting in the world!” There’s a 
staggering line-up of more than 
40 events during the three-month 
run of Leonardo, including every¬ 
thing from Polish films at Berke¬ 
ley’s Pacific Film Archive to Polish 
folk-dancers in the courtyard of 
the Legion to a formal costume 
ball at the Fairmont Hotel. 

What’s all the hoopla about? 
According to curator Lynn Orr, 
Poland is the geographical center 
of Europe (depending on where 
you put Russia), and it was once 
the cultural center as well. Given 
its strategic position during the 
many troubled centuries of con¬ 
flict that formed present-day Eu¬ 
rope, Poland was fought over, di¬ 
vided up, conquered, raped, pil¬ 
laged, and virtually disappeared as 
a political entity for 150 years of 
the 19th and 20th centuries. 

Many of the great paintings of 
Polish collections disappeared, 
too, and this exhibition is a cele¬ 
bration of the 21st-century tri¬ 
umph of Polish culture, battered 
but not beaten. A reading of the 
provenance of many of the paint¬ 
ings is telling: several of the great¬ 
est works on view (including the 
Leonardo) were plundered by the 
Nazis, only the tip of the iceberg 
of the cultural patrimony that dis¬ 
appeared from Poland during the 
German occupation of the ’30s 
and ’40s, never to be seen again. 

Essentially a visual history of 
collecting and patronage in Poland 
(fleshed out in a handsome 327- 
page catalog), the exhibition be¬ 
gins with choice early Italian and 
Netherlandish works that found 
their way to Poland during its 
Golden Age. Unfortunately, as is 
often the case with fragile Old 
Masters, some works did not fol¬ 
low the entire tour. The catalog 
features Hans Memling’s splendid 
triptych, The Last Judgment, of 
1467-71 from the Gdansk Nation¬ 
al Museum. A view of Heaven and 
Hell that rivals anything by Mem¬ 
ling’s more famous contemporary, 
Hieronymous Bosch, the panel 
painting is also notorious for 
changing hands as diverse as those 
of Napoleon, Hitler and the cura¬ 
tors of the Hermitage. It was 
shown at the first venue, the Mil¬ 
waukee Art Museum, only. A 
small, exquisite panel, the “Mater 
Dolorosa” (“Madonna of the Sor¬ 
rows”) by Aelbrecht Bouts (ca. 
1500), from the Czartoryski Muse¬ 
um in Gracow, here represents 
early Flemish painting proudly. 

View from a terrace 

Alone worth a trip to the Le¬ 
gion are the splendid cityscapes by 
Bernardo Bellotto. Known some¬ 
what confusingly in Poland as 
“Canaletto,” Bellotto was in fact 
the nephew of Antonio Canale, 


the Venetian painter of vedute 
(views) of the great cities of Eu¬ 
rope. Bellotto, more widely trav¬ 
eled than the original Canaletto, 
was in residence in his final years 
at the court of the last King of 
Poland. Several of his 18th-centu¬ 
ry views of Baroque Warsaw, still 
in the collection of the Royal Cas¬ 
tle there, are on view at the Le¬ 
gion. Paintings like 1773’s “View 
of Warsaw from the'Terrace of the 
Royal Castle” feature highly the¬ 
atrical flickering sunlight on the 
precisely rendered buildings and 
inhabitants of the Polish capital. 
These canvases, too, had a cir¬ 
cuitous journey from Napoleon’s 
Paris to czarist Russia, Nazi Ger¬ 
many, and back home again. 

A tour through the galleries 
yields an uneven smattering of 
highlights of art history, along 
with an introductory course in 
19th-century Polish painting. 
Among the fine works by more fa¬ 
miliar artists are a Rem- 
brandtesque “Portrait of an Old 
Woman” by one of Rembrandt’s 
most gifted followers, Ferdinand 
Bol (from the National Museum 
in Gdansk), and a handsome 1891 
portrait of Polish composer 
Paderewski by British-based 
painter Sir Lawrence Alma-Tade¬ 
ma, a commission by the musi¬ 
cian, now in the National Muse¬ 
um in Warsaw. Paderewski was 
also Prime Minister in World War 
I and a champion of Polish inde¬ 
pendence. A curiosity piece is a 
study of a sexy male model in 
Jean-Auguste-Dominique Ingres’ 
unfinished academic study, which 
was his qualifier for the Prix de 
Torse in 1801, when Ingres was 
still the student of Jacques-Louis 
David at Paris’ Ecole de Beaux- 
Arts. 

And then there is the star of 
the show, which is, amazingly, the 
only Leonardo da Vinci ever to be 
shown in California. “The Lady 
with an Ermine,” from the Czarto¬ 
ryski Museum, was painted a 


dozen years before the “Mona 
Lisa,” sometime around 1490, for 
Duke Ludovico Sforza of Milan, 
whose mistress, the teenage Ce¬ 
celia Gallerani, was a lady-in-wait- 
ing at the court where Leonardo 
was employed. The slinky ermine, 
known for its fastidiousness, may 
be an allegory for the wholesome¬ 
ness of the subject, or it may be an 
allusion to Ludovico’s title, the 
Chivalric Order of the Ermine, an 
insignia from the King of Naples 
in 1488. The two faces together, 
gazing into the distance off the 
picture plane, are charged with 
psychological tension, and the 
painting has been referred to as 
“the first modern portrait,” be¬ 
cause of its ability to suggest inner 
thoughts through gestures and 
posture, unlike the stylized Re¬ 
naissance poses of courtiers and 
patrons that preceded it. 

The advantage for the Legion’s 
visitors, who will have to peer 
through thick protective Plexiglas 
to view the “Lady,” is that her 
image is less well-known than the 
Mona Lisa, who,,with or without 
Plexiglas, is almost impossible to 
view without her baggage as a pop 
icon. Standing before this young 
lady, one ponders her thoughts 
and the tentativeness of the ges¬ 
ture of her over-large hand, which 
barely restrains her somewhat 
evil-looking pet. Leonardo’s ge¬ 
nius, in his use of the subtleties of 
light and dark as they play across 
the two figures, defies the necessi¬ 
ties of modern security. Even if 
placing Leonardo over the title of 
the Polish exhibition is a transpar¬ 
ent ploy to get visitors into the Le¬ 
gion, let them come. ▼

Memorable moments in Oscar history

he Academy Awards have 
been praised, derided, ana¬ 
lyzed in the context of stu¬ 
dio politics, money spent, and 
personal popularity. The awards 
ceremony itself, however, has gen¬ 
erally been dismissed as dull. 
While the Oscar Show rarely rivals 
the Golden Globes as entertain¬ 
ment, it’s had marvelous mo¬ 
ments, comic and emotional. 

Initially, the awards were pre¬ 
sented at a private banquet. Soon, 
they were broadcast on radio. In 
1953, they were first televised. Pre¬ 
senters, winners, losers, and enter¬ 
tainers have left memorable im¬ 
pressions. 

Mae West and Rock Hudson 
created a sensation performing at 
the ’57 awards. West reminded 
everyone that “It’s not the men in 
your life that counts, it’s the life in 
your men.” They sang, “Baby, It’s 


Cold Outside,” but her suggestive 
vamping- caused Hudson to dou¬ 
ble up with laughter. They ended 
with a passionate kiss that made 
the audience roar. 

Marlene Dietrich presented 
’51’s Best Foreign Film award 
wearing a Christian Dior black 
dress slit to the thigh, flashed her 
famous gams, and became the 
most photographed star of the 
night. Perhaps Cher had that in 
mind when she awarded ’85’s Best 
Supporting Actdr Oscar wearing 
Bob Mackie’s infamous “Mohawk 
meets Dracula” drag, which got 
her on front pages everywhere. 

After comics Martha Raye and 
Jimmy Durante mangled the 
names of ’64’s Best Documentary 
nominees, he told her to “act 
scholarly and dignified.” Replied 
the bawdy, bisexual Raye, “It 
comes naturally to us Vassar girls.” 
In ’67, Fred Astaire and Ginger 
Rogers presented the Best Writing 
Oscars. As they descended the 


stairs, he twirled her around. The 
audience cheered, thinking it was 
impromptu. Rogers later admitted 
it had been rehearsed. 

Two presenters created an im¬ 
pact at the ’73 Awards, best re¬ 
membered for the streaker flash¬ 
ing across the stage as David 
Niven was introducing Elizabeth 
Taylor. Quipped the debonair 
actor, “The only laugh that man 
will probably ever get is for show¬ 
ing off his shortcomings.” Earlier, 
Katharine Hepburn, Oscar’s most 
honored actress, made her sole 
appearance on the show, giving 
producer Lawrence Weingarten 
the Jean Hersholt Humanitarian 
Award. The reclusive legend ac¬ 
knowledged the thunderous re¬ 
ception, saying, “I’m glad I didn’t 
hear anyone call out, ‘It’s about 
time!”’ Later, Susan Hayward, 
fighting terminal cancer, present¬ 
ed the Best Actress statuette. 
Nolan Miller’s glorious green 
gown hid Hayward’s emaciated 
frame, and she wore a magnifi¬ 
cent, copper-red wig. Fearing she 
would suffer a seizure, she cut 
short the ovation and announced 
Glenda Jackson as the winner. 
Shocked fans mourned her death 
just weeks later. James Stewart 
couldn’t conceal his emotions 
when accepting a special Oscar for 
Gary Cooper in ’60. His tearful 
speech inadvertently let the world 
know his friend was gravely ill. 

William Holden and Barbara 
Stanwyck presented ’77’s Sound 
Award. Holden told the audience 
that in ’39, he was about to be 
fired from Golden Boy when Stan¬ 
wyck intervened. “Due to this 
lovely human being, I’m here 
tonight.” Stunned, Stanwyck whis¬ 
pered, “Oh, Bill.” 

Frankly mistaken 

Expectations have caused em¬ 
barrassment. For the ’32-33 
awards, Will Rogers ripped open 
the Best Director envelope and 
shouted, “Come up and get it, 
Frank!” Frank Capra rushed to 
the stage, only to discover the win¬ 
ner was Frank Lloyd, for Caval¬ 
cade. Rosalind Russell had no such 
excuse. Considered the heavy fa¬ 
vorite for ’47’s Best Actress Award, 
she was out of her seat when Fred¬ 
eric March announced Loretta 
Young’s name. Russell recovered 
by leading the applause for the 
winner. Lauren Bacall was less 
gracious. Clearly anticipating win¬ 
ning Best Supporting Actress for 
’96’s The Mirror Has Two Faces, 
she failed to hide her shock at 
hearing Juliette Binoche’s name

called. 

Joan Crawford stole the ’45 
awards without being present. 
Claiming illness, she listened to the 
ceremony from home. When 
Charles Boyer announced her the 
Best Actress winner for Mildred 
Pierce;, Crawford miraculously re¬ 
covered, slipped into an elegant 
bedjacket, fixed her hair and 
makeup, then sat up in bed as the 
press snapped photos of the happy 
star. Her picture pushed every 
other winner off the front pages. 

Crawford dominated the ’62 
awards in person. Co-star Bette 
Davis had been nominated for 
Best Actress in Whatever Hap¬ 
pened to Baby Jane?, but Crawford 
had not been. Crawford arrived 
on the arm of classic Hollywood’s 
gayest caballero, Cesar Romero, 
and, replying to a reporter’s ques¬ 
tion about whom she had voted 
for, said, “The winner!” She had 
agreed to accept the Best Actress 
Award for three absent nominees. 
From backstage, she and Davis 
watched Maximilian Schell an¬ 
nounce winner Anne Bancroft. 
Crawford sailed past her rival, 
murmuring, “Excuse me, I’ve got 
an Oscar to pick up,” and beamed 
while reading Bancroft’s thank- 
you speech. Time labeled her “the 
triumph of the evening.” 

Sisters Joan Fontaine and 
Olivia de Havilland were nomi¬ 
nated for ’41 ’s Best Actress. When 
Ginger Rogers called Fontaine’s 
name, the star froze, only rising 
when her older sibling command¬ 
ed, “Get up there!” Five years later, 
de Havilland won her first Best 
Actress Award and famously 
avoided Fontaine’s congratulatory 
embrace. 

Acceptance speeches are un¬ 
predictable. ’42’s Best Actress 


Greer Garson’s thank you lasted 
45 minutes, compelling presenter 
Joan Fontaine to ask for a chair. 
Barbra Streisand was more suc¬ 
cinct. After tying for ’68’s Best Ac¬ 
tress, she cooed, “Hello, Gor¬ 
geous,” as Ingrid Bergman gave 
her the statuette. Bergman, a two- 
time Best Actress winner, won for 
Best Supporting Actress in ’74’s 
Murder on the Orient Express. “It’s 
always nice to win an Oscar,” she 
began, before apologizing to fel¬ 
low nominee Valentina Cortese, 
whom she felt deserved it. “Please 
forgive me, Valentina, I didn’t 
mean to.” 

Rex Harrison, ’64’s Best Actor 
for My Fair Lady, thanked “two 
‘fair ladies,”’ stage co-star Julie An¬ 
drews and the screen Eliza, Audrey 
Hepburn. His graciousness con¬ 
trasts sharply with Roberto Benig- 
ni’s manic acceptances of the Best 
Actor and Best Screenplay awards 
for ’97’s Life Is Beautiful. With 
luck, that will never be repeated. 
Nor will the host find himself in 
the mess Jerry Lewis did during 
the ’58 ceremony, which ended 
ahead of schedule. He had Mitzi 
Gaynor sing a second chorus of 
“There’s No Business Like Show 
Business,” then grabbed the baton, 
ordering presenters on stage to 
dance. Cary Grant & Ingrid 
Bergman, Dean Martin 8< Sophia

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Queer Hollywood

Behind the Screen: How Gays and 
Lesbians Shaped Hollywood, 
1910-1969 by William J. Mann; 
Penguin, $16 

n his well-received 1998 book 

Wisecracker: The Life and 

Times of William Haines, Hol¬ 
lywood's First Openly Gay Star, 
William J. Mann examined the 
flamboyant life of one of Holly¬ 
wood’s most intriguing early 
screen personalities. Mann moves 
the camera out, so to speak, for a 
wider view of gay and lesbian con¬ 
tributions to Hollywood in Be¬ 
hind the Screen: How Gays and 
Lesbians Shaped Hollywood, 1910- 
1969. 

Mann examines not only gay 
and lesbian stars such as Haines, 
Marlene Dietrich, Clifton Webb, 
and Rock Hudson, he also delves 
into the lives and careers of queer 
directors (among them George 
Cukor and Dorothy Arzner) and 
of set and costume designers. 

Much has already been written 
about the Hollywood queer set 
from the 1950s and later decades, 
but Mann manages to review this 
territory with a fresh perspective. 
What makes this history particu¬ 


larly appealing, however, is the 
light that he sheds on the gay and 
lesbian culture of Hollywood’s be¬ 
ginnings. It’s easy to forget what 
Hollywood was like at the dawn of 
the film age, and there are many 
small details that surprise, such as 
the fact that California sunshine 
was a great technical asset in “the 
days before arc lamps and indoor 
studios.” In these days of comput¬ 
er-generated animation, it’s hard 
to imagine that movies were once 
so low-tech. 

Those early days were also 
characterized by a pronounced 
split between the queer and queer- 
friendly performers, and the 
working-class, macho cameramen 
and technicians who worked 
alongside them. This split, Mann 
points out, was engendered not 
only by the gay/straight distinc¬ 
tion, but by class differences as 
well, and Mann’s description of 
these class tensions is illuminat¬ 
ing. 

Mann recreates a time and 
place with a remarkable level of 
specificity. The narrative is graced 
with ample recollections from 
many of early Hollywood’s key 
players, and their voices come 
through the decades with vibran¬ 
cy, wit, and even a certain amount 
of gossipy delight. Discussing the 



career of lesbian star Lilyan Tash- 
man, for example, Irene Mayer 
Selznick, the wife of David O. 
Selznick, says, “When Lilyan had 
some drinks, it was best not to go 
in the powder room with her. I did 
once, and was never so startled in 
my life. I’d never seen anything 
like it — couldn’t believe it was 
happening. Didn’t know it ever 
happened.” 

The book also examines the 
history of gays in Tinseltown dur¬ 
ing the Dark Ages of the Mc¬ 
Carthy hearings, and during the 
’50s and ’60s, as the studio era 
ended and America itself under¬ 
went an unprecedented cultural 
transformation. ▼ 



Between the lines 

A love affair with words in 'Stone Reader 7

he world of documentary 
filmmaking can be strange 
and wonderful, especially 
when it produces amazing gems 
like Stone Reader, written and di¬ 
rected by Mark Moskowitz. As a 
young man, Moskowitz discov¬ 
ered a book called The Stones of 
Summer through a rave review in 
The New York Times published in 
1972. He bought the book imme¬ 
diately, but did not read it until 
1998. His subsequent passion for 
the novel caused him to search for 
other works by its author, Dow 
Mossman. But there were none. 

Moskowitz developed an obses¬ 
sion for learning more about the 
brilliant author, and discovering 
why his literary output started and 
stopped with one book. Stone Read¬ 
er could just have easily have been 
titled Tracking Down Mossman, be¬ 
cause this is the odyssey at the heart 
of the film. But no title could ade¬ 
quately convey the simple elo¬ 
quence of Moskowitz’s work. Stone 
Reader is a motion picture about

people who love to read, people 
who write, and the bond that devel¬ 
ops between readers who share a 
particular enthusiasm for one book. 
Anyone who has been moved to 
tears by a work of fiction, or who 
has carried a particular novel with 


them for many years, will be 
amazed by the treasures contained 
in Stone Reader. It is a unique and 
wonderful motion picture. ▼

Smith, Executive Director of the 
AIDS Emergency Fund. 

“We’re committed to finding 
50 volunteers, selling 100 Mer¬ 
cedes raffle tickets and 250 of the 
raffle-ticket books for trips to 
Alaska, Australia and Hawaii,” says 
Smith. “So all of our Board and 
key volunteers have stepped up to 
the plate and have been in ticket¬ 
selling mode.” 

The AIDS Emergency Fund 
provides grants to low-income 
people disabled by HIV or AIDS 


who can’t pay rent or medical ex¬ 
penses. It paid out $1.4 million in 
grants to 2,700 clients last year, 
but a dramatic drop-off in gov¬ 
ernment, foundation and corpo¬ 
rate funding has taken its toll. 

“We need to raise a little over a 
million dollars each year,” says 
Smith, whose agency sees 400-500 
new clients each year, but is now 
forced to turn down requests for 
repeat grants. “We stand to make 
as much as $40,000 from the 
Academy of Friends, which is a 
tremendous amount for our orga¬ 
nization.” 

“The best, part of the whole 
thing is giving money to the ben¬ 


eficiaries,” says Van Leuven. 

“I tell people that you have to 
experience the Gala to know how 
incredible it is,” says Mahoney. 
“The party, the food, the wine, it’s 
worth every dollar. And then to 
realize that every dollar goes di¬ 
rectly to the beneficiaries, that’s 
really incredible.” ▼

couldn’t wait to see Mark Dal¬ 
ton in a movie. His recent blitz 
of the gay glossies had capti¬ 
vated me. Numerous magazine 
covers twinkled with his sunny 
smile and flirting eyes, while in¬ 
side double-page spreads positive¬ 
ly billowed with the rolling swells 
of his muscular topography, an 
unending cascade of rotundity. 

' From bulging biceps and bur¬ 
geoning pecs, to headcrusher 
thighs, and most especially, im¬ 
mense and meaty buttocks, Dal¬ 
ton’s the last word in globosity. 
Reminds me of my mother’s 
matzo-balls: moist, juicy, and re¬ 
ally solid.

low-budget, loosely put together, 
and always looking rather dashed 
off — typically have a daffy piz¬ 
zazz. Look, for instance, at the 
loopy way Blakk dealt with the re¬ 
quirements of Ranch Hand Mus¬ 
cle: a top-billed star who wouldn’t 
appear with the other players, and 
two obviously inherited (and very 
fake-looking) sets, a stable and a . 
leather dungeon. Blakk’s saucy 
way of connecting them is not to 
bother. When the ranch faces fore¬ 
closure, a cowpoke spies a hidden 
door in the stable, and walks 
through it to find himself in an al¬ 
ternate reality. It’s the dungeon, 
where the cowboy handily enlists 
a leatherman to come back and 
screw the daylights out of the bill- 
collector so that all can end hap¬ 
pily. It’s one of those necessity- 
being-the-mother-of-invention

things, the carefree plot hung.on 
Dalton’s previously shot solo on 
the stable set. 

Personal invitation 

It’s an okay solo, although 
without an audience, Mark does¬ 
n’t know where to focus, and 
seems alternately dis¬ 
tracted or self-con¬ 
scious. He has to 
concentrate on get- 
, ting excited, ’’and 
arrives at his or¬ 
gasm through 
earnest effort, not sexy 
joy. Still, 
he’s skill¬ 
ful with 
the tease, 
taking the longest time to get that 
mouthsize bit of sturdy perfec¬ 
tion out, tantalizing us with 
glimpses of the morsel’s sweet 
head or sleek shaft. Bottom boy 
that he seems to be (doesn’t that 
arabesque tattoo above the rump 
flash that bit of news?), he fully 
engages when peddling his ass, 
grinding those sumptuous globes 
with wholehearted invitational 
expertise. 

The rest of the movie’s stan¬ 
dard stuff. A cowboy trio has mo¬ 
ments (Brett DiMineo’s long, 
arching dick; Aaron Tanner and 
handsome Andrew Addams jam- 
min’ on a double-ended dildo 
that, in true porn style, is stashed 
in the hayloft); but another scene 
with cute kids dressed up as 
leathermen doesn’t convince at all. 
Gorgeous stud Trey Rexx does, 


however, with lover Leo Bramm 
getting the jizz in the movie’s 
hearty conclusion. Major com¬ 
plaint: since this is a cowboy 
movie, that infernal banjo record 
the LA porn industry’s been play¬ 
ing for decades plunks relentlessly 
on the soundtrack. Mark Daltpn 
deserved better. 

He gets it, mostly, in Michael 
Zen’s Prick Tease. Zen cleverly 
provides an audience for Dalton’s 
$olo routine,'which helps Mark, 
connect at his impNhlv personal 
best for 20 minutes. This time out, 
Markjs got a tasty dusting of fine 
body hair, but when we get to his 
crotch it’s completely shaved. 
Complementing Mark’s delight in 
showcasing his ass, Zen spends 
equal time exploring the boy.’s en¬ 
ticing cock. Zen doesn’t go for the 
high art that director Jonathan 
Black lavished on Dolph Knight’s 
solo in Fetish, but he’s competent, 
and Dalton gives an assured and 
satisfying performance. Even so, 
he can’t give in to ecstasy, and has 
trouble cummirig. Makes me 
wonder what his story is. He’s too 
cute to be straight.

Although Zen’s scenario con¬ 
nects the other scenes to Dalton, 
these couplings are standard 
events, their box-office names 
(Cameron Fox, Jason Sizemore) 
seen in fairly impersonal cou¬ 
plings that lack continuity. Actu¬ 
ally, the treatment afforded a 
“major” new star by both these 
movies is pretty disheartening. ▼

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

AndroGel® is indicated for replacement therapy in males for 
conditions associated with a deficiency or absence of 
endogenous testosterone: 

1. Primary hypogonadism (congenital or acquired)—testicular 
failure due to cryptorchidism, bilateral torsion, orchitis, 
vanishing testis syndrome, orchiectomy, Klinefelter's syndrome, 
chemotherapy, or toxic damage from alcohol or heavy metals. 
These men usually have low serum testosterone levels and 
gonadotropins (FSH, LH) above the normal range. 

2. Hypogonadotropic hypogonadism (congenital or acquired)— 
idiopathic gonadotropin or luteinizing hormone-releasing 
hormone (LHRH) deficiency or pituitary-hypothalamic injury, 
from tumors, trauma, or radiation. These men have low 
testosterone serum levels but have gonadotropins in the 
normal or low range. 

AndroGel® has not been clinically evaluated in males under 
18 years of age. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

Androgens are contraindicated in men with carcinoma of the 
breast or known or suspected carcinoma of the prostate. 
AndroGel® is not indicated for use in women, has not been 
evaluated in women, and must not be used in women. 

Pregnant women should avoid skin contact with AndroGel® 
application sites in men. Testosterone may cause fetal harm. 

In the event that unwashed or unclothed skin to which 
AndroGel® has been applied does come in direct contact with the 
skin of a pregnant woman, the general area of contact on the 
woman should be washed with soap and water as soon as 
possible. In vitro studies show that residual testosterone is 
removed from the skin surface by washing with soap and water. 
AndroGel® should not be used in patients with known 
hypersensitivity to any of its ingredients, including testosterone 
USP that is chemically synthesized from soy. 

WARNINGS 

1. Prolonged use of high doses of orally active 17-alpha-alkyl 
androgens (e.g., methyltestosterone) has been associated with 
serious hepatic adverse effects (peliosis hepatis, hepatic 
neoplasms, cholestatic hepatitis, and jaundice). Peliosis hepatis 
can be a life-threatening or fatal complication. Long-term 
therapy with testosterone enanthate, which elevates blood 
levels for prolonged periods, has produced multiple hepatic 
adenomas. Testosterone is not known to produce these 
adverse effects. 

2. Geriatric patients treated with andiogens may be at an 
increased risk for the development of prostatic hyperplasia and 
prostatic carcinoma. 

3. Geriatric patients and other patients with clinical or demographic 
characteristics that are recognized to be associated with an 
increased risk of prostate cancer should be evaluated for the 
presence of prostate .cancer prior to initiation of testosterone 
replacement therapy. In men receiving testosterone replacement 
therapy, surveillance for prostate cancer should be consistent with 
current practices for eugonadal men (see PRECAUTIONS: 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility and 
Laboratory Tests). 

4. Edema with or without congestive heart failure may be a 
serious complication in patients with preexisting cardiac, renal, 
or hepatic disease. In addition to discontinuation of the drug, 
diuretic therapy may be required. 

5. Gynecomastia frequently develops and occasionally persists in 
patients being treated for hypogonadism. 

6. The treatment of hypogonadal men with testosterone esters 
may potentiate sleep apnea in some patients, especially those 
with risk factors such as obesity or chronic lung diseases. 

PRECAUTIONS 

Transfer of testosterone to another person can occur when 
vigorous skin-to-skin contact is made with the application site 
(see Clinical Studies). The following precautions are 
recommended to minimize potential transfer of testosterone 
from AndroGel®-treated skin to another person: 

• Patients should wash their hands immediately with soap and 
water after application of AndroGel.® 

• Patients should cover the application site(s) with clothing after 
the gel has dried (e.g., a shirt). 

• In the event that unwashed or unclothed skin to which 
AndroGel® has been applied does come in direct contact with the 
skin of another person, the general area of contact on the other 
person should be washed with soap and water as soon as 
possible. In vitro studies show that residual testosterone is 
removed from the skin surface by washing with soap and water. 

Changes in body hair distribution, significant increase in acne, or 
other signs of virilization of the female partner should be 
brought to the attention of a physician. 

General 

The physician should instruct patients to report any of the following: 

• Too frequent or persistent erections of the penis. 

• Any nausea, vomiting, changes in skin color, or ankle swelling. 

• Breathing disturbances, including those associated with sleep. 

Information for Patients 

Advise patients to carefully read the information brochure that 
accompanies each carton of 30 AndroGel® single-use packets. 


Advise patients of the fol lowing: 

• AndroGel®should not be applied to the scrotum. 

• AndroGel®should be applied once daily to clean, dry skin. 

• After application of AndroGel,® it is currently unknown for how 
long showering or swimming should be delayed. For optimal 
absorption of testosterone, i.t appears reasonable to wait at least 
5-6 hours after application prior to showering or swimming. 
Nevertheless, showering or swimming after just 1 hour should 
have a minimal effect on the amount of AndroGel® absorbed if 
done very infrequently. 

Laboratory Tests 

1. Hemoglobin and hematocrit levels should be checked 
periodically (to detect polycythemia) in patients on long-term 
androgen therapy. 

2. Liver function, prostatic specific antigen, cholesterol, and high- 
density lipoprotein should be checked periodically. 

3. To ensure proper dosing, serum testosterone concentrations 
should be measured (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Drug Interactions 

Oxyphenbutazone: Concurrent administration of 
oxyphenbutazone and androgens may result in elevated serum 
levels of oxyphenbutazone. 

Insulin: In diabetic patients, the metabolic effects of androgens 
may decrease blood glucose and, therefore, insulin requirements. 
Propranolol: In a published pharmacokinetic study of an 
injectable.testosterone product, administration of testosterone 
cypionate led to an increased clearance of propranolol in the 
majority of men tested. 

Corticosteroids: The concurrent administration of testosterone 
with ACTH or corticosteroids may enhance edema formation; 
thus, these drugs should be administered cautiously, particularly 
in patients with cardiac or hepatic disease. 

Drug/Laboratory Te st Intera cti on s 

Androgens may decrease levels of thyroxin-binding globulin, 

resulting in decreased total T4 serum levels and increased resin 

uptake of T3 and T4. Free thyroid hormone levels remain 

unchanged, however, and there is no clinical evidence of thyroid 

dysfunction. 

Carcinogenesis. Mutagenesis. Impairment of Fertility 
Animal Data: Testosterone has been tested by subcutaneous 
injection and implantation in mice and rats. In mice, the implant 
induced cervical-uterine tumors, which metastasized in some 
cases. There is suggestive evidence that injection of testosterone 
into some strains of female mice increases their susceptibility to 
hepatoma. Testosterone is also known to increase the number of 
tumors and decrease the degree of differentiation of chemically 
induced carcinomas of the liver in rats. 

Human Data: There are rare reports of hepatocellular carcinoma 
in patients receiving long-term oral therapy with androgens in 
high doses. Withdrawal of the drugs did not lead to regression 
of the tumors in alj cases. 

Geriatric patients'treated with androgens may be at an increased 
risk for the development of prostatic hyperplasia and prostatic 
carcinoma. 

Geriatric patients and other patients with clinical or demographic 
characteristics that are recognized to be associated with an 
increased risk of prostate cancer should be evaluated for the 
presence of prostate cancer prior to initiation of testosterone 
replacement therapy. 

In men receiving testosterone replacement therapy, surveillance 
for prostate cancer should be consistent with current practices 
for eugonadal men. 

Pregnancy Category X (see Contraindications)—Teratogenic 
Effects: AndroGel® is not indicated for women and must not be 
used in women. 

Nursing Mothers: AndroGel® is not indicated for women and 
must not be used in women. 

Pediatric Use: Safety and efficacy of AndroGel® in pediatric 
patients have not been established. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

In a controlled clinical study, 154 patients were treated with 
AndroGel® for up to 6 months. Adverse events possibly, probably 
or definitely related to the use of AndroGel® and reported by 
>1 % of the patients are listed in Table 1.

The following adverse events possibly related to the use of 
AndroGel® occurred in fewer than 1% of patients: amnesia, 
anxiety, discolored hair, dizziness, dry skin, hirsutism, hostility, 
impaired urination, paresthesia, penis disorder, peripheral 
edema, sweating, and vasodilation. 

In this clinical trial of AndroGel,®skin reactions at the site of 
application were occasionally reported with AndroGel,® but none 
was severe enough to require treatment or discontinuation of 
drug. 

Six (4%) patients in this trial had adverse events that led to 
discontinuation of AndroGel.®These events included the 
following: cerebral hemorrhage, convulsion (neither of which 
were considered related to AndroGel® administration), 
depression, sadness, memory loss, elevated prostate specific 
antigen and hypertension. No AndroGel® patients discontinued 
due to skin reactions. 

In an uncontrolled pharmacokinetic study of 10 patients, two 
had adverse events associated with AndroGel®; these were 
asthenia and depression in one patient and increased libido and 
hyperkinesia in.the other. Among 17 patients in foreign clinical 
studies there was one instance each of acne, erythema and 
benign prostate adenoma associated with a 2.5% testosterone 
gel formulation applied dermally. 

One hundred six (106) patients have received AndroGel® for up 
to 12 months in a long-term follow-up study for patients who 
completed the controlled clinical trial. The preliminary safety 
results from this study are consistent with those reported for the 
controlled clinical trial. Table 2 summarizes those adverse events 
possibly, probably or definitely related to the use of AndroGel® 
and reported by at least 1% of the total number of patients 
during long-term exposure to AndroGel.®

AndroGel® contains testosterone, a Schedule III controlled 
substance as defined by the Anabolic Steroids Control Act. 

Oral ingestion of AndroGel® will not result in clinically significant 
serum testosterone concentrations due to extensive first-pass 
metabolism. 

OVERDOSAGE 

There is one report of acute overdosage by injection of 
testosterone enanthate: testosterone levels of up to 11,400 ng/dL 
were implicated in a cerebrovascular accident. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 
The recommended starting dose of AndroGel® 1% is 5 g 
delivering 5 mg of testosterone systemically, applied once daily 
(preferably in the morning) to clean, dry, intact skin of the 
shoulders and upper arms and/or abdomen. Upon opening the 
packet(s), the entire contents should be squeezed into the palm 
of the hand and immediately applied to the application sites. 
Application sites should be allowed to dry for a few minutes prior 
to dressing. Hands should be washed with soap and water after 
AndroGel® has been applied. 

Do not apply AndroGel® to the genitals. 

Serum testosterone levels should be measured approximately 
14 days after initiation of therapy to ensure proper dosing. If the 
serum testosterone concentration is below the normal range, or if 
the desired clinical response is not achieved, the daily AndroGel® 

1 % dose may be increased from 5 g to 7.5 g and from 7.5 g to 
10 g as instructed by the physician..

movie can be nominated for Best 
Supporting Actress. 

Logic be damned, this is our 
rite of spring. I’ll not attempt 
prognostication here: nobody 
wants to act the fool when the 
Monday morning quarterbacks 
come to town. I’ll say this much: I 
dearly hope Julianne Moore wins 
something. She scored the rare 
coup of nominations in lead and 
supporting categories this year, 
and she’s simply the best actress 
now working in movies. I thought 
About Schmidt and Catch Me If 
You Can were better than their 
measly two nominations apiece 
would suggest, despite an incon¬ 
gruous performance by Jack 
Nicholson in the former. As for 
Chicago, it’s good enough to give 
us hope for new life in the film 
musical. It’s well-mounted and 
full of sass, but 13 nominations? 
That’s seven more than The Wiz¬ 
ard of Oz, and 11 more than Sin- 
gin in the Rain. The oft-told story 
of Roxie Hart and Velma Kelly, 
two fame-hungry man-eaters who 
jerk the media every which way, 
was apparently well-studied by the 
suits at Miramax. They employed 
the same techniques and gave us 
that old razzle-dazzle. The Acade¬ 
my and box-office rewarded them 
in kind, forgetting temperance in 
the process. 

Women’s roles got very inter¬ 
esting this year. They do all sorts 
of things — bribery, infidelity, 
murder, child abandonment — 
that would ordinarily demonize 
mep. Miraculously, the women 
kept our sympathy. In the annals 
of Hollywood sexism, is this a step 
forward or back? 

Supporting Actress: Orchids 
and the Big House Catherine 
Zeta-Jones Douglas was quite the 
siren in Chicago, and gave the 
movie’s best performance, but she 
isn’t appreciably finer than non- 
nominated Doris Day in many a 
film musical of yesteryear. Lucky 
for her, our expectations for on¬ 
screen musical talent are now at 
rock bottom. Did anyone catch a 
faint breeze of disappointment in 
Queen Latifah’s Chicago turn? In 
the grand tradition of evil prison 
matrons, she can’t compete with 
that proto-species, Shirley Stoler 
(Seven Beauties). In Adaptation,

Meryl Streep offers lovely 
voiceovers on the orchid and its 
metaphors, and she could have a 
great career doing books on tape. 
On film, she suffers from overfa¬ 
miliarity, giving us mannerisms 
that echo all the way back to 
Kramer vs. Kramer. Kathy Bates 
storms into About Schmidt during 
its last act, and sets it aglow with 
her customary elan. Hers is the 
true bravura supporting turn, giv¬ 
ing her small role as an overaged 
glad girl some’real tang. Most po¬ 
tently, Julianne Moore’s perfor¬ 
mance as the fragile, quietly suffo¬ 
cating ’50s housewife provided 


the emotional epicenter to The 
Hours, and a reason to believe in 
author Michael Cunningham’s in¬ 
triguing story. 

Supporting Actor: Vets and 
upstarts Chris Cooper was the 
fairest flower in Adaptation, and , 
the unlikely Yoda to Meryl Streep’s 
discontent writer. But the movie 
let him down in the swamp, with 
an ending that isn’t clever enough 
to camouflage some real despera¬ 
tion from the screenwriter. In The 
Hours, Ed Harris plays a man rav¬ 
aged by AIDS. The make-up, halt¬ 
ing walk and glassy stare are fairly 
convincing, while his relationship 
with non-nominated Streep isn’t. 
Paul Newman squeaked a nomi¬ 
nation out of playing a mob boss 
in The Road to Perdition, a tedious 
movie that dares to suggest one 
shouldn’t make a living out of 
killing people. After years of play-

ing heavy, Christopher Walken 
tried some sympathy in Catch Me 
If You Can, and it served him well. 
John C. Reilly is a fine supporting 
player who reflects on his own in¬ 
visibility in “Mr. Cellophane” 
from Chicago. Somehow the 
Academy decided this effort was 
more meritorious than Dennis 
Quaid’s in Far From Heaven or Al¬ 
fred Molina’s in Frida. How did 
Reilly earn a place on the ticket for 
doing so little? 

Actress: Who’s afraid of Frida 
Kahlo and errant housewives? 

Julianne Moore found her inner 
Jane Wyman and delivered a per¬ 
fect performance in the fever 
dream that is Far From Heaven, 
whispering her way through the 
uncharted waters of race and ho¬ 
mosexuality in 1957 suburban 
Connecticut. Diane Lane, a good 
actress who has been knocking on 
stardom’s door for more than 20 
years, finally broke through as the 
Un in Unfaithful. Her postcoital 
what-have-I-done scene as she 
commutes home is already a 
minor classic, but may look 
hammy in a few years. Salma 
Hayek sacrificed Kahlo’s ’stache at 
the altar of Movie Beauty in Frida, 
but she otherwise pulled out the 
stops as the famed hardluck 
painter. Poor Nicole Kidman. She 
gave a mature performance as Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf in The Hours, aching 
to leave bucolia while possessed of 
demons in the head. But no mat-

ter how she committed herself to 
Woolf, that fake nOse was an in¬ 
cessant distraction. It was so bad 
it invited comparisons to real 
noses sharing the screen, a preoc¬ 
cupation no doubt contrary to the 
filmmaker’s intention. The fifth 
slot is occupied by squinty-eyed, 
pouty-lipped Renee Zellweger, 
who excelled as Chicago’s wicked 
Roxie Hart. Who knew she could 
warble and shimmy without em¬ 
barrassment? Still, there’s some¬ 
thing not quite right about her. 
Maybe it’s the*face that was meant 
for Busby Berkeley. Or a feeling 
deep down that her talent is not 
equal to her success. 

Actor: #4 for Jack? Adrien 
Brody in The Pianist: what a face! 
His performance was appropriate¬ 
ly void of sentimental flourishes as

he withdrew like a caged animal 
into the madness of forced soli¬ 
tude and starvation. Michael 
Caine gives a good rendition of 
“jaded” in The Quiet American. I 
find Nicolas Cage nearly unwatch- 
able, in Adaptation or anything 
else, so let’s move on. Daniel Day- 
Lewis was the only actor in Gangs 
of New York who bothered to cre¬ 
ate a character, tempering Martin 
Scorsese’s bloat with some vivid 
showmanship. He invests Bill the 
Butcher with an evil so consum¬ 
ing it twists his body into a 
gnarled mass. And then there’s 
Jack. He’s been low-profile profes¬ 
sionally since winning Oscar #3 
for the appalling As Good as It 
Gets. In About Schmidt, he tries 
something different. As a small 
man suffering a thousand enmi¬ 
ties on his approaching ren¬ 
dezvous with death, he loses the 
killer grin and goes sober, Perco- 
dan and beer notwithstanding. He 
radiates charisma like nobody 
else, but his efforts to be some¬ 
thing other than Nicholson at this 
stage in his career are futile. 
Schmidt needs either a lot more

irony or Gene Hackman to bring 
conviction to the common man. 

Picture: Epics of urbanity, 
misery and computer program¬ 
ming The Gangs of New York, 
Scorsese’s loud, long tribute to 
horrible people, snared an amaz¬ 
ing 10 nods amidst tepid box-of¬ 
fice and nasty reviews. There is an 
energy to Gangs that is undeni¬ 
able, but the story is very slight — 
murder, vengeance, betrayal, 
showdown — and the central 
character, played blandly by 
Leonardo DiCaprio, is a cipher. 
Admire the bigness, turn away 
from the rivers of blood, and for¬ 
get it by morning. 

The Hours is a sporadically 
moving reminder than the living 
and the dead are forever mingling. 
God knows American movies are 
rarely of this high pedigree, and 
The Hours has the best chance of 
stopping the runaway train head¬ 
ed for Chicago. But sophomore di¬ 
rector Stephen (Billy Elliott ) 
Daldry substitutes monotonous 
close-ups for interesting visuals. 
The Hours is above all a multi-star 
vehicle; concern for its artistry 
takes a backseat to the telltale in¬ 
dicators of prestige and superior 
marketing. Many well-known 
faces crowd its subplots, making it 
feel like a disaster movie for the 
literati. Only Julianne Moore as a 
desperately unhappy housewife 
creates a story that approaches 
genuine tragedy, aided by Toni 


Collette as a woman ignorant of 
her heart’s desire. The whole af¬ 
fair, gloomy as it is, should play 
better when it inevitably comes to 
us as an extras-heavy DVD. 

It is a pleasure to see Roman 
Polanski working close to the top 
of his game again with The Pi¬ 
anist, so many years after Rose¬ 
mary’s Baby and Chinatown. The 
Pianist is quite unlike anything he 
has done before. We can forgive its 
linguistic inconsistencies and 
overly explanatory plot. The true 
story of a Warsaw pianist who was 
spared the Nazi death camps is 
harrowing stuff, and a stark re¬ 
minder of film’s capacity to join 
realism with the deliberate inspi¬ 
rations of a great director. 

The Lord of the Rings: The Two 
Towers’ place on the Best Picture 
list in lieu of Talk to Her or Far 
From Heaven is further proof that 
digitized spectacle impresses a 
startling number of people. This is 
the one Best Picture nominee that 
lacks a directing nomination, so 
you can pretty much count it out 
as a potential winner. Pedro 
Almodovar for Talk to Her won 
the hearts of the director’s branch 
instead of Peter Jackson for his lat¬ 
est Hobbit Fest. 

Chicago owes more to Cabaret 
than words can say. Director Bob 
Marshall deconstructed Bob Fosse’s 
landmark 1972 film musical, mim¬ 
icking the tawdry staginess and oc¬ 
casionally employing near-dupli¬ 
cate shots. Imitation becomes 
Chicago: it offers plenty of show-biz 
razzamatazz, with thrusting hips, 
fast edits, and anachronistic danc¬ 
ing styles. In the debit column, it 
fails utterly at reconstructing the 
look of the era, while the John Kan- 
der-Fred Ebb music lacks the mul¬ 
tiple moods of the greatest scores. 
Chicago’s grade-school cynicism 
speaks volumes for the limited 
place of musicals in the current 
market. Spice trumps sugar nowa¬ 
days. What’s next? Let’s rework a 
classic to suit current tastes. Per¬ 
haps Cameron Diaz in fishnets and 
riding crop as that hottie pediatric 
dominatrix Mary Poppins? 

Aaah, something to look for¬ 
ward to when Oscar turns 76. ▼

A whole lotta D.W. Griffith 


Father of'Birth of a Nation' out on DVD

n Lillian Gish’s final years, 
| when she was a peaches-and- 
cream old lady, she spoke 
openly and frequently about 
David Wark Griffith (1875-1948), 
the director who defined her early 
film career. She spoke of him in 
superlatives, and in a 1970s con¬ 
versation that appears in Kino’s 
magnum new Griffith DVD box 
set, she calls him “the father of 
film” as casually as if she were call¬ 
ing him “Daddy.” Many film his¬ 
torians routinely bestow such dis¬ 


tinctions on the prickly, Ken¬ 
tucky-born son of a Confederate 
officer. It comes off as a bit of hy¬ 
perventilation, especially in light 
of the early feature-length work of 
contemporaries Raoul Walsh (Re¬ 
generation), Giovanni Pastrone 
(Cabiria ), and August Blom (At¬ 
lantis). But the assumption of 
Griffith’s primacy is passed down 
from one generation to the next, 
at least in the US, until it becomes 
unquestioned fact. No argument 
Griffith was a pioneer, but movie 
paternity does not belong to one 
individual. 

None of this is meant as a dis¬ 


couragement from investing in 
Kino’s superb new seven-disc 
Griffith package. With two discs of 
his early Biograph shorts, The 
Birth of a Nation, Intolerance, Bro¬ 
ken Blossoms, Orphans of the 
Storm, and a suitcase packed with 
extras, this collection is de rigueur 
for the shelf of any self-styled 
would-be DVD snob. 

To appreciate the scope of the 
Kino Collection, it’s best to tackle 
the films chronologically. The first 
two discs offer a banquet of one- 
and two-reelers Griffith did for 
Biograph between 1908 and 1913. 
Famous among them is Those 
Awful Hats ( 1909), a three-minute 
demonstration of theater eti¬ 
quette that would still play well at 
the local Octoplex. The realistic 
Corner in Wheat (1909) is a par¬ 
ticularly valuable short film for its 
early use of cross-cutting, effec¬ 
tively punctuating the gross dis¬ 
tinctions between rich and poor. 
Note, too, how an odd kind of 
death from Wheat was copied in 
1985’s Witness. 

Most every short has one or 
two points of enduring curiosity. 
The House with Closed Shutters 
(1910) features a Confederate 
woman who fights in place of her 
coward brother, while crossdress¬ 
ing contributes to the timeless 
fable. The Last Drop of Water 
(1911) is a beautifully self-con¬ 
tained drama, warmed by a lovely 
piano score. The New York Hat 
(1912) offers a look at Mary Pick- 
ford and Lionel Barrymore at the 
beginning of their careers. Death's 
Marathon (1913) is probably the 
first-ever depiction of suicide by 
phone. An Unseen Enemy (1912) 
is a crackling exercise in suspense, 
marking the film debuts of Lillian 
and Dorothy Gish. When Lillian 
finds evidence of her husband’s 
dalliances in The Mothering Heart 
(1913), she appears to lose her 
soul and mind simultaneously,

that look strictly high-school 
today. His Trust (1911) has white 
actors in blackface playing sub¬ 
servient, cowering African Ameri¬ 
can stereotypes. Griffith’s oft-ref¬ 
erenced racism is given a preview 
here, and of course reached its 
fullest expression in The Birth of a 
Nation. The Battle at Elderbush 
Gulch (1913) is a rousing saga that 
looks like the grandfather of Grif¬ 
fith’s epics-to-be. Racial stereo¬ 
typing is here, too, with the Indian 
blessing, “May you eat dog and 
live long*” given as an explanation 
for missing puppies. Even the sur¬ 
viving lemons from Griffith’s 
canon are purely distilled dramas 
managing both character develop¬ 
ment and narrative complexity in 
barely more than 15 minutes. One 
can’t help but ask why it takes 
modern filmmakers so damn long 
to tell a story. 

The Kino Collection is gener¬ 
ous, but it doesn’t approach Grif¬ 
fith’s output of more than 450 
one- and two-reelers. Too bad Ju¬ 
dith of Bethulia (1914), his first 
four-reeler and American cine¬ 
ma’s foremost shorts-to-features 
transition movie, is not included. 
Still, Kino offers enough of these 
old nuggets to appreciate Griffith’s 
early art. T 


and for one moment looks capa¬ 
ble of anything. Gish is paralyzed 
and paralyzing, expressing from 
within the skill of a great actress. 

Surviving lemons 

Some of these artifacts creek 
and groan with age, rooted as they 
are in Griffith’s steadfast dedica¬ 
tion to bug-eyed Victorian melo¬ 
drama. His first film, 1908’s The 
Adventures ofDollie, has no hold 
on greatness. Enoch Arden (1911), 
his first two-reeler, is similarly 
dusty, with acting and makeup

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with SUSTIVA. 
Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA." 

Read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you 
refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. This leaflet provides a 
summary about SUSTIVA and does not include everything there is to know about your 
medicine. This information is not meant to take the place of talking with your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with other medicines to help treat infection 
with Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (viral load). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CU4 cells, a 
type of immune cell in blood. SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections and complications. Therefore, it is very important that you stay under the care 
of your doctor 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Therefore, 
continue to practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side, effects of SUSTIVA? 

Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of patients experience severe depression, 
stranae thoughts, or angry behavior while taking SUSTIVA. Some patients have thoughts 
of suicide and a few have actually committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more 
often in patients who have had mental illness. Contact your doctor right away if you think 
you are having these psychiatric symptoms, so your doctor can decide if you should 
continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Common-side effects. Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping drowsiness, trouble 
concentrating, and/or unusual dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA. These side effects 
mav be reduced if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime on an empty stomach. They also tend 
to qo away after you have taken the medicine for a few weeks. If you have these common 
side effects such as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have serious psychiatric 
problems, such as severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. Tell your 
doctor right away if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. It is possible • 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood 
altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have (rouble concentrating, or are drowsy, avoid activities that may 
be dangerous, such as driving or operating machinery: 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without any change in treatment. In a small 
number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a_rash, call your doctor right 
away. Rash may be a serious problem in some children. Tell your child s doctor right 
away if you notice rash or any other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. 
Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. ' 
Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat.develop in some patients taking anti-HIV 
medicine. These changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and 
neck ("buffalo hump”), in the breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs arms 
and face may also~happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these fat changes 
are not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking. SUSTI VA. 

• Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects or for any 
other reason. 

This is not a complete list of side effects possible with SUSTIVA. Ask your doGtor or 
pharmacist for a more complete list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all the medicines 
you will take. 


How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 


Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount of medicine in your body, which 
may increase the frequency of side effects. 

Taking SUSTIVA at bedtime may make some side effects less bothersome. 

SUSTIVA must be taken in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. If you take 
only SUSTIVA, the medicine may stop working. 

Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away, unless it is almost time for your next dose. Do not double the next dose. 
Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best 
times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose oh 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

If you believe you took more than the prescribed amount of SUSTIVA, contact your 
' local Poison Control Center or emergency room right away. 

Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or change how you take old ones. Your 
doses may need adjustment. 

When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to 
SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check for certain side effects while you 
take SUSTIVA. 


• The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken 
together) once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see 

Can children take SUSTIVA?). 


Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child's doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
mav be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child's doctor will determine the right dose based on your child s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to the active ingredient, efavirenz, or to any of 
the inactive ingredients. Your doctor and pharmacist have a list of the inactive ingredients. 

What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA? 

-V- Women taking SUSTIVA should not become pregnant. Serious birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in 
humans. Tell your doctor right away if you are pregnant. Also talk with your doctor 
if you want to become pregnant. 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based birth control, such as pills, injections, 
or implants, because SUSTIVA may make these contraceptives ineffective. Women must 
use a reliable form of barrier contraception, such as a condom or diaphragm, even if 
they also use other methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention recommend that mothers with HIV not breast-feed because they can pass 
the H(V,through their milk to the baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass through breast milk 

■ and cause serious harm to the baby. Talk with your doctor if you are breast-feeding. 
You may need to stop breast-feeding or use a different medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or. other medicines causing similar side effects as 
• SUSTfVA, such as drowsiness, may increase those side effects. 

• Do.nottake any other medicines without checking with your doctor. These medicines 
include prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal products, especially 
St. John's wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA, tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver, or have hepatitis. Your doctpr may want to do tests 
to check your liver while you take SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs or alcohol. 


What important information should I know about taking other medicines with 
SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines, including ones for HIV and cause 
serious side effects. Your doctor may change your other medicines or change their 
doses. Other medicines, including herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. For this reason, 
it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those 
you buy. over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your prescription and non-prescription medicines as well as any herbal 
remedies that you are taking when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, now 
much you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture 
of the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA with St. John's wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold 
as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. 
Talk with your doctor if you are taking or are planning to take St. John s wort. Taking 
St John’s wort may decrease SUSTIVA levels and lead to increased viral load and possible 
resistance to SUSTIVA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV drugs. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA , , . 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA : 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot*) 

The following medicines may need to be replaced with another medicine when taken 
with SUSTIVA**: 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

The following medicines may need to have their dose changed when taken with 
SUSTIVA**: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin) 

■ • Methadone 

These are not all the medicines that may cause problems if you take SUSTIVA. 
Be sure to tell your doctor about all medicines that you take. 

General advice about SUSTIVA: 

Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that are not mentioned in patient 
information leaflets. Do not use SUSTIVA tor a condition for which it was not prescribed. 
Do not give SUSTIVA to other people, even if they have the same symptoms you have. 
It may harm them. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59° to 86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children.

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, 
and/or unusual dreams. These feelings tend to go away after taking the medication for 
a few weeks. Mild to moderate rash is another common side effect. A small number of 
patients have reported severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. There 
have been a few reports of suicide but SUSTIVA has not been established as the cause. 
SUSTIVA should not be taken with Hismanal® (astemizole), Propulsid® (cisapride), 
Versed® (midazolam), Halcion® (triazolam) or ergot derivatives. Tell your doctor about 
any medications or herbal products (particularly St. John's wort) that you are taking. 
Women should not become pregnant or breast-feed while taking SUSTIVA.
